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A Fascinating Romance 
of the Philippines 
By ISRAEL PUTNAM 


This is a charming story of love and soldier 
adventure in the Philippines, written in a brilliant 
style and with a plot full of s:rong and vivid 
contrasts. It pictures before the reader both the 
strenuous and the idyllic sides of life in the Islands. 
It throws into bold relief the intelligent native 
sugar-planters and the ignorant insurgent class. 
It draws the dissimilarity of a Filipino girl of 
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During the draft riots of 1863 in the city of New York 
when the inspector and captains of police asked the 
President of the Police Board what they should do with 
their prisoners, they were answered, “Don’t take any! 
Kill! kill! kill! Put down the mob. Don’t bring a pris- 
oner in ’till the mob is put down.” And kill they did. 
It is estimated by the author of “The Volcano Under the 
City,” who tells the story of those evil days, that some 
fifteen hundred persons were killed in the streets of New 
York by the policemen and the soldiers. They were mer- 
cilessly clubbed to death, driven from the roofs of houses 
whence they tumbled into the streets ; shut up in a burn- 
ing building where many perished in fire and smoke ; shot 
down by bullets, and laid low in narrow streets with 
srape and canister fired at short range. A large propor- 
tion of the victims were boys or young men under age 
and many of them were women. But public sentiment 
at the time and since has justified this merciless slaughter 
as a stern necessity forced upon the authorities to prevent 
. far worse evil. It was the one way, the only way, to 
»revent the control of the city passing from the hands of 
the constituted authorities into the hands of a murderous 
mob, specimens of whose methods were found in negroes 
hanging from lamp posts with their flesh cut into 
ribbons and all of their toes and fingers cut off. It has 
ilways been held that disorganized and irresponsible 
bodies of men killing and plundering at will, and without 
reference to the establishment of a new order of respon- 
sible control, were to be dealt with according to the 
primal law of self-defense which justifies killing without 
reference to the orderly processes of administering justice 
in civilized communities. It involves a returp, and a 
necessary return, to a primitive condition of barbarism 
where each man’s defense is in his own strong arm. Fine 
pun theories cannot alter this, for civilization will never 
suffer itself to be so meshed in its own net of formal 
methods that it is left a helpless prey to the forces of 
disorder. In the early days of our Civil War, General 
Halleck, the author of a standard work on international 
law and a soldier deeply read in the civil as well as the 
military law, was in command in Missouri. In a Gen- 
eral Order issued Dec. 4, 1861, General Halleck said: 
“All persons found in disguise as pretended loyal citizens, 
or under false pretenses, within our lines giving informa- 
tion to or communicating with the enemy, will be ar- 
rested, tried, condemned and shot as spies. It should be 
remembered that in this respect the laws of war make no 
distinction of sex; all are liable to the same penalty.” 
it was explained that the laws of war permitted retal- 
iatory measures against those who, while not committing 
‘ctual violence themselves, gave “aid, assistance and en- 
couragement” to those who did. Men caught burning 
bridges and destroying railroads and telegraph wires were 
to be immediately shot. “Any pretended Union man” 
who knew of the intention of such marauders and failed 
‘o communicate such intention to the proper authorities 
was to be “regarded as particeps criminis and treated 
accordingly.” The cost of repairs were to be charged 
against the town where the destruction occurred. With 
reference to these orders General Halleck wrote “I shal! 
punish all I can catch, although I have no doubt there 
will be a newspaper howl against me as a bloodthirsty 
monster.” Halleck held, as it has always been held, that 
suerrillas “are in a legal sense mere freebooters and ban- 
ditti and are liable to the same punishment which wa: 
imposed upon guerrilla bands by Napoleon in Spain and 
by Scott in Mexico.” 








‘The men who have been prompt and energetic in apply 
ing stern repressive measures when the emergency called 
for them, have always been commended and rewarded. Th« 
officer who was found to have been most rigorous in his 
assault upon the rioters in New York, in 1863, was sought 
out and promoted by the Secretary of War. By what 
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process of reasoning then is it that men can reach the 
conclusion thet a different rule should prevail in dealing 
with the guerrillas and bandits in the Philippines? What 
is the ocecasion for these fierce and wicked assaults upon 
honorable, able, and conscientious soldiers who are en- 
gaged in the performance of a disagreeable but imperative 
duty and in accordance with a long line of unvarying 
precedents established by both civil and military law? 
We are told in heated language that they are violating 
military law, the compact of The Hague, etc., as well as 
the laws of humanity, but no one so far as we have seen 
has ventered to, show wherein this violation of law con- 
sists. Given the existence of martial law and the only 
restraining force is the sound judgment of the military 
commander, and his conscientious observance of the re- 
quirement that public necessity and not private revenge 
must be the motive controlling his action. The civil law 
recognizes precisely the same necessity when it permits 
the officers of the law tc shoot down the fleeing or the 
resisting prisoner and suffers men, women, and even boys, 
to be shot down, or clubbed to death, as in the case we 
have cited, and without other accusation against them 
than that of joining themselves with the disturbers of the 
public peace. We can assure those noisy gentlemen who 
are thirsting for the blood of Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, 
that they will not be able to secure even a condemnation 
of that able and conscientious soldier. We can see noth- 
ing in the reports concerning him thus far received that 
indicates any violation of the law and the regulations 
under which he has been acting in carrying out the will 
of Congress, the President, and the people, speaking 
through their chosen representatives at Washington.

It is amazing to find journals of known loyalty to the 
Administration at Washington—like the Philadelphia 
Press, for example—engaged in zealous but misdirected 
efforts to exempt the President and the War Department 
from the responsibility for General Smith’s conduct of 
the campaign in Samar. The Press says that General 
Smith’s order “was not approved by our Government or 
known to it.” Now what are the facts? General Smith's 
orders in the Province of Samar and General Bell’s in 
the Proyjnce of Batangas were submitted to Major Gen- 
eral Chaffee. He approved them and submitted copies 
of them to the War Department at Washington where not 
a word was said against them or against the operations 
conducted in accordance with them until it was discov- 
ered that it had been necessary to use harsher means than 
syringes loaded with cologne water to put down the in- 
surrection. “The order was not approved by our Gov- 
ernment,” says the editor of the Press, but the 
Washington correspondent of the Press,, in direct 
contradiction of his chief, says that, as everybody 
familiar with Army routine knows must have 
been the case,” copies of all orders issued by General 
Smith were forwarded by General Chaffee to the War De- 
partment and there is no record of any disapproval.” 
Not only was there no disapproval, but upon the sur- 
render of Malvar, the insurgent commander in Batangas, 
the Secretary of War, by direction of the President, 
cabled to General Chaffee and General Chaffee trans- 
mitted to General Bell the hearty congratulations of the 
Government upon the conclusion of his brilliant and 
arduous campaign. We believe, moreover, that the same 
deserved recognition would have been extended to General 
Smith but for the absurd and unreasonable clamor which 
has been raised against him. So far as the responsibility 
for the conduct of the campaign in Samar, Batangas and 
other provinces is concerned, General Chaffee, General 
Smith, General Bell and every man under them were 
acting as directly with the approval of the Government 
as if their orders had been written at the White House 
and countersigned at the War Department. This is no 
time to plead the baby act in behalf of the President 
and the Secretary of War. We don’t imagine that they 
want anything of the sort. Wherefore they should pray 
to be saved from their fool friends. The plain truth and 
a fair measure of common sense are all that is needed 
to vindicate the Government and the Army with equal 
thoroughness. Harper’s Weekly takes what seems to us 
wholly unnecessary pains to deny that Secretary Root is 
preparing to resign because he has gotten the Administra- 
tion into trouble by. his “policy of concealment.” There 
has been no such policy; it has never been the habit 
within our knowledge for the Departments of the Govern- 
ment to make public all official documents, without re- 
gard to their character. The intention was, apparently, 
to withhold the report of Major Gardener until the matter 
could be inquired into, and this was entirely proper. It 
is the business of the War Department to protect its 
officers against indefinite complaints quite as much as it 
is to hold them responsible when definite charges are 
made. It is, or should be a point of honor to do this. 
Obligations are mutual, and if the duty of unquestioning 
obedience is imposed upon the officer it is equally de- 
manded of the President of the United States that he 
should interpose the shield of his high office to protect the 
officer against public disapprovai when he does only the 
duty that obedience of him.

Our correspondent apparently refers to what was said 
last week concerning Congressional investigations. For 
that certainly we have no apologies to offer. On the

contrary, it seems to us that one who cannot under- 
stand and appreciate the justice of what we wrote owes 
an apology, not only to the 
all citizens who realize the patriotic duty of sustaining 
those who, acting under the law and within the law, are 
simply fulfilling the will of the people and the behests of 
Congress and the Executive. That men should oppose any 
given line of public policy is entirely legitimate and 
proper, but to abuse those who, in the discharge of their 
sworn duty, are carrying out that policy is either an ex- 
pression of childish weakness on the part of those whose 
arguments do not prevail, or a display of the anarchistic 
disposition to ruin when they cannot rule. The assassins 
of character are more contemptible than the destroyers 
of life, just in proportion as they are more cowardly. 
Certainly an intelligent Boston gentleman can have no 
sympathy with an attempt to discredit absent officers by 
by an ex-parte investigation, and he must realize that 
the testimony of a discharged private soldier is on the 
same plane as to value as that given by a serv- 
ant against a reputable member of his club who is not 
present to question or to answer him. The trouble in this 
matter is that Mr. Atkinson and all his school are 80 
anxious to believe the Army and Navy in the wrong that 
they find no trouble in doing so.

One feature of the Pension Appropriatio 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1902, and whieh, tui oe a 
on March 10 of this year, has until recently been over. 
looked by pension attorneys, to whom it is rather dis- 
concerting. It provides that “hereafter no pension at- 
torney, claim agent or other person shall be entitled to 
receive any compensation for services rendered in secur-

In view of the semi-official announcement that Spain 
is about to place contracts for the construction of sev- 
eral new battleships, it may not be amiss to call the at- 
tention of the Spanish Government to the high excellence 
of vessels of ‘that class produced by American builders. 
American warships can speak for themselves. In fact 
they have already done so—at Manila, at Santiago and 
elsewhere, and if further evidence to their efficiency were 
needed it would doubtless be freely given by Admiral 
Montejo and Admiral! Cervera, both of the Spanish navy. 
American constructors have built naval vessels for Russia 
and Japan—why shouldn’t they build for Spain?

Colonel Arthur L. Wagner, A.G. Dept., U.S.A., for 
the Jast two years attached to the Military Division of 
the Philippines, has arrived at San Francisco en route 
to his new station in the Department of the Lakes. In 
an interview with reference to the charges of cruelty on 
the part of American soldiers in the islands, he says: 
“The stories of cruelty to the natives have been largely 
exaggerated. The Filipinos have been treated, in most 
instances, with a degree of humanity and magnanimity 
which they have attributed to weakness on the part of 
the Americans. The Filipinos have naturally taken ad- 
vantage of this fact, but I am sure that no untoward 
severity has been shown them by the American soldiers. 
As to the ‘water cure’ they lay so much stress upon, there 
has been more of that in the imagination of the people 
of the United States than in the island of Samar.” It is 
a significant fact that, with a single exception, no officer 
of the Army has come forward with accusations reflecting 
on the rank and file. The one exception is Major Corne- 
lius Gardener, 13th U.S. Inf., late Civil Governor of 
Tayabas Province, Island of Luzon, who in an official re- 
port has preferred vague, indefinite charges against the 
Army as a whole, but without specifying an act, a date 
or a name to support or clarify his allegations.

Senor Palma, President of the Cuban Republic, is con- 
fronted at the outset of his official career with a deman 
which seems fraught with grave consequences to his ad- 
ministration. It is nothing more or less than that he 
shall pledge his support to measures in favor of paying 
the soldiers of the Cuban insurgent army for the time 
they were in arms against Spain. Several former gen- 
erals of the insurgent forces have submitted this pro- 
posal to President Palma, insisting that he should ap- 
prove it, and while he has thus far declined to commit 
himself one way or the other, it is morally certain that 
the matter will be a source of embarrassment in the 
future. The lists of the Cuban insurgent forces contain 
nearly if not quite 70,000 names, and the claims for pay 
amount to more than $80,000,000, to meet which, says 
President Palma, would compel him to mortgage the en- 
tire island. He has intimated his readiness to join in a 
plan to revise the army lists and negotiate a loan of 
$10,000,000 in order to make provision for those ac- 
tually deserving of pensions, but if that course is adopted 
it will serve as an opening wedge for a raid of claimants 
whose demands will be hard to resist. In view of the 
possibilities of extravagance in that quarter it is fortu- 
nate that a check hag been placed upon Cuba by the 
Platt amendment whereby she pledges herself to nego- 
tiate no foreign loans except with the definite consent of 
the United States.

Following the recent decision of Judge Sanborn, of the 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals at St. Louis in the Deming 
case, holding that the conviction of an officer of Volun- 
teers by a court-martial composed wholly or in part of 
officers of the Regular Army was illegal and void, two 
additional cases have arisen which are of peculiar inter- 
est. These cases have been brought up on applications 
for writs of habeas corpus in behalf of Willis Wilson, 
formerly an enlisted man of the 48th U.S. Volunteers, 
and Joseph Garner, also a former Volunteer soldier. 
Both of these are in prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kas. 
Wilson was convicted in the Philippines of murder and 
condemned to death, but his sentence was commuted by 
President McKinley to imprisonment for thirty years, 
while Garner was convicted in the Philippines of arson 
and robbery, and is serving a sentence of sixteen years. 
It is set forth in behalf of both appellants that they were 
convicted by mixed courts-martial whose verdicts, ac- 
cording to the ruling in the Deming case, are void and of 
no effect. It is probable, therefore, that in case Judge 
Sanborn’s decision in favor of Deming, which is now 
before the Supreme Court, is upheld by that tribunal, 
both Wilson and Garner will go free—and all because 
of carelessness or ignorance in making up the tribunals 
which tried them.

Recent newspaper stories to the effect that Germany 
was engaged in strenuous efforts to obtain sites for naval 
coaling stations in the West Indies, and particularly in 
Hayti and the Danish Island of St. Thomas, have given 
the authorities at Washington a sufficent pretext for 
disclosing the character of the assurances which the 
German Government has made to the contrary. It was 
reported to the Government at Washington several 
months ago that Germany was bent on acquiring a foot- 
hold in the West Indies, and when word reached the 
German Ambassador that these reports had caused some 
uneasiness that official not only assured the Secretary of 
State that the story was groundless but called upon the 
President and made similar representations. In response 
to the revival of these reports within the last week it is 
now given out that upon the original publication the 
German Emperor, in a personal interview with Mr. White, 
United States Ambassador to Germany, repeated the same 
assurances and added: ‘We do not want so much as one 
little bit of an island.” In view of these frank expres- 
sions, the United States evidently has nothing to fear 
in the way of German aggression in West Indian waters. 
Nevertheless, there are those who would have felt just 
a shade more thoroughly assured if the German dis- 
claimer had been worded so as to apply to the whole 
American continent.

Robert De Billy, a member of the Foreign Affairs Bu- 
reau: Count Paul De Lafayette, who is now in the 
United States; Viscount De Chambrun, secretary of the 
French Embassy at Berlin, another member of the La- 
fayette family; M. Alfred Croisset. dean of the faculty 
of letters, who is regarded as one of the finest orators 
and writers in France; Lieutenant Colonel Meaux Saint- 
Mare, staff officer representing President Loubet; Paul 
Renouard, artist; Michael Lagrave, head of one of the 
divisions of the Ministry of Commerce. 


Even if the metric system be as valuable as its par- 
tizans contend, conservative observers must agree that 
the proposal to make its use compulsory in all depart- 
ments of the Government after July 1 of the present year 
is premature and unwise. This fact is made clear by 
Lord Kelvin, the eminent British scientist, himself a 
strong advocate of the system, who recently made a 
statement concerning the subject before the House Com- 
mittee on Coinage, Weights and Measures. Lord Kelvin 
earnestly favors the adoption of the metric system by the 
United States and Great Britain, but he points out that it 
should not be introduced until the people are ready for it, 
and for that reason he believes that they must have con- 
siderable time to familiarize themselves with it. To this 
opinion, which is worthy of the most attentive considera- 
tion, may be added those of certain officers of the Navy 
showing what the proposed change would involve in the 
public service. Constructor Joseph H. Linnard, of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, U.S.N., states that 
the adoption of the metric system would make it neces- 
sary to replace at once all the complicated and costly 
machinery at the various navy yards. Present standards 
of test and measurement for ships, guns, ammunition, 
and of all the materials entering into their construction 
would have to be abandoned, involving not only prolonged 
embarrassment and delay but enormously increased cost 
as well in the constructive projects of the military estab- 
lishment. Admiral Melville realizes what the change 
would mean in this direction, and he therefore holds that 
to make the use of the metric system compulsory and 
immediate would be extremely unwise.

Aliens who may be tempted to swear that they are 
citizens of the United States in order to be taken into 
the Army should give serious study to the case of Ernest 
Wilde, who has been sentenced to imprisonment at Alca- 
traz Island, California, for ninety-nine years for deser- 
tion. Wilde is a British subject, and if he had stated 
that fact to the recruiting officer at St. Louis to whom 
he applied for enlistment in 1899 he would have been re- 
jected and might have been a free man to-day. As he 
swore that he was a citizen of the United States, he was 
accepted and sent to the Philippines. There he served 
four months and then deserted, joining the insurgents in 
whose ranks he fought for three weeks. At the end of 
that time he re-entered the American lines saying that he 
had been captured by the enemy but had escaped. He was 
suspected, however, and found guilty of desertion, the 
evidence showing his offense to have been of a particularly 
aggravated character. The probabilities are that he was 
originally a deserter from the British Army. During our 
war with Mexico Irish deserters from the British service 
entered our Army and again deserted to the Mexicans. 
There were so many of them that the Mexicans formed 
what they called the San Patrico regiment. A lot of these 
were captured by General Scott. Thirty or forty of them 
were hung and some were branded on the cheek with the 
letter D, after receiving the lash well laid on. 


Speaking of the recent trial of the Australian officers 
for cruelty in South Africa and the trial of Major Waller 
of the United States Marine Corps at Manila on similar 
charges, the London Times points to the analogy between 
the war in South Africa and that in the Philippines, 





.and holds that, considering the conditions under which 


the invading armies have labored, the wonder is that the 
acts of cruelty on the part of the troops are not more nu- 
merous than they are alleged to have been. The Times is 
of opinion that in one respect the American troops are 
worse off than the British in that they have had to fight 
in a horribly enervating climate. This, however, is only 
one of the serious disadvantages which they have had to 
contend against. In addition to the climatic hardships 
the American forces have had tad fight in a roadless 
country against half savage enemies who are by nature 
cruel, treacherous and wholly indifferent to the laws of 
honorable warfare. 





The efforts of the Madrid press to persuade the Span- 
ish Government to recognize the Cuban Republic as soon 
as a regular administration is established in Havana are 
inspired by strong common sense. Spanish interests in 
Cuba are large and will necessarily increase with the 
steady inflow of Spanish emigration into the island, and 
these would not bé benefited by any unreasoning refusal 
to recognize new conditions. Moreover, with her avowed 
desire to improve her relations with the Western repub- 
lics, Spain should understand that her first step, in that

among European Powers to welcome her rebellious colony 
into the sisterhood of nations would be worthy of the ga).

The official trials of the U.S.S. Dale, which were to 
have taken place over the Barren Island wovernment 
course last week, were intermitted by the fact that on 
going over the course at the preliminary speeds of twenty- 
two and twenty-five knots it was discovered that tne 
guiding buoys, by which the vessel’s course is maintained 
parallel to the shore base line, were somewnat out of place 
and the error in distance was sufficiently great to invali- 
date the record for speed to which this vessel was to have 
been subjected. During the speed run over the course for 
the revolutions necessary for twenty-seven knots, one of 
the high pressure piston rods became heated and the rod 
was returned to the shops in Richmond for the necessary 
adjustments and refitting. Quite a large number of de- 
stroyers and torpedo boats will be tried over this course 
the coming summer ; the Maryland Steel Company’s boats, 
those contracted for by the Neafie & Levy Company, 
of Philadelphia, and the crafts built by the Harlan, Hol- 
lingsworth Company, of Wilmington, Del., will be sent, 
over this fine course. Altogether there are nine crafts of 
this type to be tried at Barren Island during the summer 
of 1902. 





According to the latest official data, compiled six or 
eight weeks ago, the suppression of the Filipino insurrec- 
tion has engaged the services of 3,477 officers and 108,800 
enlisted men. Of these, 50 officers and 469 men have been 
killed in action, 12 officers and 207 men have died of 
wounds and 306 officers and 2,110 men have died of dis- 
ease. When these figures were compiled the deaths 
from all causes numbered 3,454, counting the missing as 
dead, but it is estimated that the casualties and deaths 
from disease since then will bring the list well up toward 
5,000. Yet if we are to believe the frosty souled “anti- 
imperialists” here at home, all these lives have-been wan- 
tonly sacrificed in an unrighteous cause! 7

It is understood by those in the confidence of the new 
Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Moody, that it is his inten- 
tion to fit one of the sheathed cruisers now approaching 
completion for service in the Pacific Ocean, with especial 
reference to a prolonged cruise among the less known 
islands of that vast area. Mr. Moody has been much 
impressed with the representations which have been made 
in favor of the scheme. It is not improbable that the 
Cleveland will be selected, as this type of vessel will be 
able to cruise for an indefinite period, as frequent dock- 
ing for painting and cleaning the under-water body will 
not be necessary, and the only limitation to a cruise will 
be the coal and provision supply.

There is little or no likelihood that the Ship Subsidy 
bill will be considered at the present session of Con- 
gress, its friends having virtually decided to report it 
from committee with a motion to proceed with its con- 
sideration in December next. The bill could probably 
pass if it were made a party measure, but this is pre- 
sicely what its advocates want to avoid, their opinion 
being that it should be dealt with on its merits irrespect- 
ive of political influence. 








Capt. George P. Ahern, 9th Inf., U.S.A., Chief of the 
Philippine Bureau of Forestry, has made a report on the 
forest resources of the islands, which is a notably interest- 
ing and valuable addition to the common fund of informa- 
tion concerning the Archipelago. Captain Ahern urges 
a steady increase in the work of the Bureau and adds that 
its greatest present need is men trained in the higher du- 
ties of forestry to co-operate in the development of the 
lumber interest, which is likely to become one of the great 
industries of the islands. 





The late General Grant is on record as having said on 
one occasion: “I do not share in the apprehension held 
by many as to the danger of governments becoming weak- 
ened and destroved by reason of their extension of terri- 
tory. Commerce, education and rapid transit of thought 
and matter by telegraph and steam have changed all this. 
Rather do I believe that our Great Maker is preparing 
the world in His own good time to become one nation, 
speaking one language, and when armies and navies will 
be no longer required.” 








The United States Supreme Court has advanced the 
hearing of several cases involving claims for prize money 
in connection with the naval battles of Manila and San- 
tiago, and argument in these cases will be heard on the 
second Monday of the next term. The aggregate amount 
involved in these cases is between $1,500,000 and $2,000,- 
000, and the persons interested in the claims number 
between 3,000 and 4,000 officers and sailors of the Navy.

General Miles based his allegation that the war in the 
Philippines had been conducted “with marked severity.”

U.S.A., before the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Philippines, on April 29, an allusion was 
made to the deception which Brigader General Funston 
had practiced in order to capture Aguinaldo, whereupon 
General MacArthur renlied: “Funston is not responsible 
in any way for any of the methods which obtained in 
the capture of Aguinaldo. I am the.responsible man in 
that respect in every way and particular. I knew that 
the letter was written. It was one of the deceptions 
frequently practised in war. Whatever responsibility 
attaches thereto, I take it.”

THE FIFTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 

The Senate has agreed to a resolution submitted by 
Mr. Procter directing the Secretary of War to send 
to the Senate a statement showing the number of dis- 
appearing gun carriages constructed and under contract 
or construction, or authorized, and for what caliber »f 
guns, by whom constructed, or under construction or con- 
tract; a list of the bids at each letting, and to whom 
contract was awarded and at what price, and the cost 
of those constructed at Government shop; the total cost 


for such carriages and experimental work thereon, wher- 


ever done; how many have been mounted of each caliber 
and where, and the elevation above the sea in each case, 
and where it is proposed to mount those under construc- 
tion, and at what elevation. Also to a resolution, sub- 
mitted by Mr. Burrows, directing the Secretary of War 
to send to the Senate copies of all official reports from 
artillery officers in regard to the Buffington-Croszier disap 
pearing gun carriage, made either to the War Department 
or to the Board of Ordnance and Fortification. 

The Senate has passed 8. 4932, directing the Secretary 
of War to purchase such additional land as may b 
necessary for the extension of the Loudon Park National 
Cemetery, near Baltimore, Md. Also 8. 1359, making 
$40 per month, instead of $30, the pension for total loss 
of hearing due to causes originating in the military or 
naval service in the line of duty. The vension for par- 
tial deafness to be continued at the present rate. There 
are only 239 soldiers who are afflicted in this way on the 


pension roll.

Among the pension bills which passed the House on 
April 25 was one granting an allowance of $30 per month 
to Eliza A. Brownlow, of Tennessee, widow of the noted 
“Parson” Brownlow, and mother of two colonels who 
served in the Union Army during the Civil War. Of one 
of these, Col. James Brownlow, it is said that at Coch- 
ran’s Ford he and his regiment swam tne stream wearing 
nothing but hats, cartridge belts and muskets and de- 
feated the Confederates after a sharp fight. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs, to whom was 
referred the bill (H. R. 8121) providing for rank and 
pay of certain retired officers of the Navy, recommend 
that the bill pass with the following amendment: In line 
8, after the words “Provided, That the.” strike out the 
word “present,” and insert in lieu tuereof the words 
“rank and.” The committee say: “The total active duty 
of a few of the officers in the grade of lieutenant may be 
as great as forty years. This bill is intended to give to 
these retired officers actively employed credit, for ad- 
vancement, for their active services. ‘s‘he period of such 
duty is utilized to fix the rank with that of an officer of 
the active list of corresponding active service, and there- 
after to promote them side by side. No credit whatever 
attaches for such time as may have been spent upon the 
retired list not employed. There is at the present time less 
than 20 officers who will fall within the provision of this 
measure. Of these, there are 5 whose active duty since re- 
tirement added to previous active service will entitle them 
to advancement. The increase in pay involved is approx- 
imately $3,500. Some of the others may hereafter, if 
continued, on active duty, earn promotion to a_ highe 
grade. If all are so employed during the whole perio¢ 
of twelve years, 16 will eventually be advanced. During 
the past year two retired officers have, while on active 
duty, died. A few exceptional cases of retirement fol- 
lowing the Civil War exist, where this bill, if enacted, 
would operate to reduce the rank and pay of the officers 
if ordered to duty, and one case at least where, under 
the act of June 7, 1900, the officer’s pay is less than his 
retired pay. As the purpose of the measure is intended 
to be beneficial, a proviso is attached to exempt such 
cases from its operation. The bill is approved by the 
Navy Department, and is in accord with the recommenda- 
tion of the Secretary, made in his last annual report 
The amendment is also recommended by the Secretary.” 

The House Committee on Military Affairs, to whom 
was referred the bill (H. R. 9141) to authorize the ap- 
pointment of Alexander D. B. Smead as a captain of 
cavalry, report with the recommendation that it do not 
yass. Captain Smead was formerly an officer of the 
Banshee Army from 1869, resigning in 1880. He served 
in the Signal Corps of the Spanish war from June t 
December, 1898. The report of the Secretary of War 
and the adjutant general unon this bill, as well as the 
record of Captain Smead in the war with Spain, are 
annexed. No cause appears for a special law in this 
case. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
adversely H. R. 4474, for the relief of Capt. M. R. W 
Grebe. 

The Secretary of the Navy has written to the chair- 
man of the House Committee on Naval Affairs suggestin: 
that, without increasing the appropriation for arming 
and equippine the Naval Militia, provision be made i 
the naval appropriation bill for repairs to vessels of the 
Navy loaned temporarily to any State. 

In a letter dated April 22, 1902, Secretary Long trans 
mits to the Naval Committee of the House, at the re- 
quest of Prof. FE. K. Rawson, U.S.N., certain papers 
suggesting levislation intending to equalize the pay of 
professors of mathematics of the Navy with that of 
officers of corresponding rank in the Infantry of the 
Army, the effect of which, while increasing the pay of 
some of the professors would be gradually to reduce their 
number from 12 to 6. The Secretary says: “If the 
committee shall conclude that the number of officers in 
the corps of professogs shall be reduced as proposed. 
there should be added a clause to the effect that ‘no 
person now a member of said corps shall be promoted 
to a higher rank therein, if, by reason of such promotion, 
the number of officers of such higher rank in said corps 
will be greater than as hereinafter specified.” For in- 
stance, there are three professors with the rank of cap- 
tain; if, as proposed, it be enacted that there shall be but 
one, there should be no promotion from the rank of com 
mander until all three professorships with the rank of 
captain shall have become vacant. It may be added 
further, that if the law should authorize professors of 
mathematics to receive the same pay as that of officers 
of like rank in the Infantry of the Army they would at all 
times recive 15 per cent. more than officers of corre- 
sponding rank in the line, medical and Pay Corps of the 
Navy, such being the percentage of reduction suffered by 
officers of these corps when on shore duty. These pro- 
fessors certainly should not receive more than the pay 
of officers of corresponding rank in the line of the Navy.” 

The House has received from the Secretary of War 
estimates of appropriation for a sea wall at.Fort Morgan. 
se. and pay for bulidings at Forts Myer and Ethan 
Allen.

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

S. R. 87, Mr. MecMi'lan: To permit steam railroads in 
the District of Columbia to occupy additional parts of 
streets in order to accommodate the traveling public at- 
tending the encampment of the G. A. R. in October, 1902. 

S. 419, Mr. Pettus, H. R. 13968, Mr. Brownlow and H. R. 
13971, Mr. Joy: To add a corps of dental surgeons to the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery of the Navy. 

8S. 5420, Mr Pettus, and H R, 1399, Mr. Brownlow: To 
reorganize the corps of dental surgeons attached to 
the Medical Department of the Army. 

S. 5425, Mr. Lodge: Authorizes and directs the Secretary 
of the Treasury to pay out of any money in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, to each and every commis- 
sioned oflicer, noncommissioned officer, and private 
soldier who served in the Philippine Islands, and who 
was honorably discharged from the service of the United 
States without having received the amount of travel 

ay allowed by law to such persons when discharged 
rom the service while at Manila, in the island of Luzon, 
such an amount of money as shall be equal the amount 
of travel pay not allowed by law to such persons as are 
discharged from the service of the United States at 
Manila, in the island of Luzon, for travel pay from 
Manila to the city of San Francisco, in the State of 
California. 

S. 5437, Mr. Hawley: To allow such credits for pay- 
ments and for losses of funds, vouchers, and property, 
during the war with Spain, as may be recommended 
under authority of the Secretary of War by the heads 
of the military bureaus to which such accounts respec- 
tively pertain.

responsibility, or under the instructions of any superior 
officer. 

H. Res. 231, Mr. Burleson: Whereas the question of 
who is primarily responsible for orders which Gen.

those orders issued prior to and relating to the cam- 
paign of said General Smith in said island of Samar.

H. R. 13975, Mr. Gillett: Granting permission to Major

officers for the Navy of the United States. Sec. 2. That 
the mileage and other necessary and indispensable ex- 
penses of the board of visitors hereby created shall be 
paid in the same manner and at the same rate as similar 
expenses of the Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy 
are paid. 

Hi, R. 14086, Mr. Adams: To authorize the President to 
place the name of Archibald K. Eddowes on the retired 
list of the Navy with the rank of chief engineer, U.S.N. 

H. R. 1409, Mr. Pearre: Authorizing the President to 
nominate George L. Fisher as 2d lieutenant in the U.S. 
Army. 

I t. 1410, Mr. Grosvenor: That section 1754 of the 
Re, d Statutes of the United States be amended so as 
to read as foliows: “Sec. 1754. Persons honorably dis- 
charged trom the military or naval service by reason of 
disability resulting from wounds or sickness, and offi- 
cers and enlisted men who served in the armies or navies 
of the United States between April 12, 1861, and Aug. 25, 
1865, being honorably discharged therefrom, shall be pre- 
ferred for appointment to and retention in civil offices 
and employments: Provided, They are found to possess 
the business capacity necessary for the proper discharge 
ef the duties of such offices or employments.” 
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NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 

Five members of the Philippines Constabulary were 
ambushed at San Juan Delmonte, near Manila, on April 
27, and one was killed. The attacking party consisted of 
about thirty well armed ladrones who were afterward 
driven into the mountains. 

At a farewell banquet in Manila on the evening of 
April 26 in honor of the officers of the 9th U.S. Infantry 
on the eve of their departure for the United States, 
Acting Governor Luke E. Wright paid an earnest tribute 
to the Army and the work it has performed in the 
islands. He declared that under conditions of extraordi- 
nary difficulty the Army had paved the way for the work 
of the civil authorities, and that only a few cases of fric- 
tion between the two branches of government had oc- 
curred. In reply to Governor Wright, Major General 
Chaffee, commanding the Division, said that the officers 
of the Army knew that their duty to the country de- 
manded their utmost efforts to sustain the civil authori- 
ties, and to suppress the rebellion. 

Capt. Lyman W. V. Kennon, 6th Cav., U.S.A., reports 
from the Island of Negros the surrender of Rufo, the 
ladrone leader, with 158 officers and men of his command, 
together with twelve guns, 140 bolos, seven spears and 
a few revolvers and daggers. Captain Kennon says this 
surrender means the opening up of the whole of the 
southern coast of the Island of Negros. After Papa, Isio, 
Rufo was the most important ladrone chief on the island. 
Ile promises to force Papa Isio and his few remaining 
followers to surrender. Papa Isio was appointed a col- 
onel in the insurgent Army by General Malvar one yea 
ago. 

Resolutions have been adopted by the American Cham- 
ber of Commerce in Manila endorsing the action of the 
United States Army in the Philippines, the purpose being 
to counteract what the members of the Chamber believe 
to be the opinion prevailing in the United States that 
officers and soldiers have acted in violation of the rules 
of war. They declare that without the constant watch- 
fulness and protection of the Army in the Philippines 
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no property or business interests would be safe, ani 
that upon its influence depends the stability of the 
civil government. The resolutions eulogize Genera] 
haffee, ‘‘whose earnest effort has sustained and assisteq 
the civil authorities in the difficult task of the esta}. 
lishment of civil government,” and praise “his good 
judgment and humanity, which have won him the aq. 
miration and affection of all loyal Americans in the 
islands.” 

Rear Admiral Frederick Rodgers, Senior Squadron 
Commander, Asiatic Station, U.S.N., cables to the 
Navy Department under date of April 30: “Wildes. re. 
ports 700 insurgents with seventy-five rifles surrend- 
ered at Catbalogan on the 27th. No more organized 
bandits in arms in Samar.” 

Brigadier Gen. Frederick D. Grant's expedition which 
ascended the Gandara River, Island of Samar with the 
U.S.8. Baseo and Florida, has returned to the coast 
bringing the insurgent leader, Guevarra, and his entiré 
command, consisting of Colonels Rafael, Abaki and 
Sebastain together with 38 other officers, 189 men and 
161 rifles. Thirty-five insurgents with 131 rifles sur- 
rendered at Catbalogan on April 26 and 300 bolomen 
with 28 rifles in addition surrendered at Sulat on April 
26. Guevarra’s surrender was in accordance with prom- 
ises he made in March. The submission of Guevarra, 
whose character and soldiery qualities are highly praised 
by the American officers, virtually closes the Samar 
campaign. 


HOPE FOR PEACE WITH MOROS. 


Conditions in the Island of \ indanao which threat- 
ened serious trouble between the American troops and 
the Moros because of the refusal of the natives to sur- 
render known murderers of American soldiers are some- 
what improved, although the crisis in the affair has not 
yet been reached. Brig. Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., 
commanding the U.S., forces in Mindanao has arrived 
at Lake Lanao in that island where the trouble is cen- 
tral and has had an interview with nine Dattos, who are 
desirous of peace and friendship. General Davis says 
the policy of waiting for a strong force, showing friend- 
ship to the natives and paying for supplies is having 
good results. 

Major Lea Febiger, 17th U.S. Inf., is clearing the 
trails and gets more work out of the Moros than any 
one else. 

Major General Chaffee, U.S.A., commanding the Di- 
vision, has cabled to the War Department from Manila 
under date of April 25, as follows: 

“Before Baldwin could be communicated with he had 
taken fort at Pulas after slight resistance. No casual- 
ties. Very soon after neighboring towp of Ganasi 
opened its doors, hoisted white flags, and delivered red 
flags. Datto Lampok and others with strong following 
asked permission to call and make peace. Datto Amani 
Pack, of Ganasi who sent threatening messages in reply 
to my letter, is one of those who have submitted. Camp 
is two miles from Ganasi, whose Sultan has asked Baid- 
win to come there. Have directed ‘him not to move. 
He is ten miles from Datto. It is my purpose to have 
interview with General Davis. Will go on Hancock, 
which leaves here to-day for Malavang, with battalion 
10th Infantry. It is our purpose to show considerable 
force of troops to lake Moros; converse with dattos; 
then retire troops by different trails to Malabang and 
Parama; thereafter to send expeditions occasionally to 
lake. We supposed Ganasi thirty-five miles from 
Malabang, actually short twenty-one miles. No fighting; 
not necessary to overcome opposition to advance to 
present location troops. Seven hundred and seventy- 
five men with Baldwin; two troops Cavalry dismounted 
twelve miles in rear. Every effort will be made prevent 
gooerel war. Davis says situation this time very favor- 
able.” 
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LIFE IN CEBU. 


Cebu, P. I., March 14, 1902. 

Last week saw the installation of the new Civil Gover- 
nor. The city was en fete for about five days for the 
great event. Flags. if they were only strips of gay 
calico, hung from the poorest nipa houses in the town. 
It was amusing to see Spanish flags hung innocently 
from Chinese or Filipino houses just because that hap 
pened to be all they had. These primitive people love 
color in decoration and they got it. The stars and 
stripes are conspicuous ornaments of many houses. 


Gen. James F. Wade, commanding the Department of 
the South Philippines, assisted with his staff at the 
inauguration. A grand staud was erected in front of 
the government offices, where the oath was administered. 
On this stand the inaugural speeches were delivered in 
Spanish, which is still the official language. Behind 
the officers, civil and military, the prominent Filipinos 
of the town were seated. The only American women 
were Mrs. Wade, wife of the general commanding, and 
Mrs. Osgood, wife of the chief commissary of the de- 
partment. 

The escort to the governor consisted of two com- 
panies of the 19th U. S. Infantry, the constabulary or 
native police, and a crowd of barefooted hombres who 
fell in line, and just naturally into step with the music 
of the 19th Infantry and Filipino bands which took part. 

After the official proceedings a reception was held in 
the Government offices (headquarters), which many 
Americans attended. There was a ball in the evening, 
but American enthusiasm did not extend quite as far 
as that. 

Another noteworthy event lately was the attack of 
Feb. 27 at the Junquera theater on the Spanish consul. 
The consul attempted to protest at the arresting of 4 
Spaniard, and the Presidente, who is a Filipino, ordered 
the police to arrest the Spanish consul also. This order 
was obeyed in the usual gentle way these people employ, 
by jumping on a man and knocking him down. Then 
they beat him with their clubs or the buts of their revol- 
vers. It was at this stage of the proceedings that Dr. 
R. 8S. Woodson, U. S. A., and Captain MacIntyre, U. +. 
E. C., appeared on the scene. When the police charged 
a second time for Senor Leyra, the Spanish consul, and 
the two doctors, also Spanish, who had gone to give him 
professional aid, Dr. Woodson placed his own bulk and 
his outstretched arms in front of the little group, and 
then advancing on the police, simply “shooed” them like 
chickens out of the theater. Captain MacIntyre then 
assisted the three Spaniards to their carriage, and Dr. 
Woodson returned to the theater. The Filipino Presi- 
dente then turned his attack on him, his Spanish prey 
being gone. But Americans don’t take much of that 
sort of thing, and so Dr. Woodson took the Presidente 
by the shoulders and put him out after the police. By 
that time General Wade and the Civil Governor had 
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arrived, and a squad of the constabulary on the run, so 
there was no further trouble. 

Commissioners Wright and Morse are expected from 
Manila on the next transport to investigate the matter. 

‘A dance was held on Saturday at the headquarters 
puilding, Which in spite of the rain was well attended.

‘Mrs. Meyer, Dr. Woodson and Lieutenant Bond were 
the guests from shore.

Mrs. King and the 
Misses King, Mrs. McGregor’s mother and sisters, and 
Miss Osgood and Mrs. Clendenin were the other guests.

Duncan and Margaret McGregor, Tracy Wade 
Marguerite Christiansen, Maria and Dorothy Carlock an 
Dana Clendenin were the guests,as well as mammas and 
other grown-ups, who had as good a time as the children.

CIVILIANS SPEAK FOR THE ARMY. 


Two civilians, both of large personal experience in the 
Philippines, have come forward with testimony as to the 
conditions which have led up to the charge of cruelty 
against the Army. The first is Mr. Stephen Bonsal who, 
in Collier’s Weekly discusses “The ‘Butchery’ in Samar,” 
and the other is Mr. A. B. Johnson, formerly United 
States Consul at Amoy, China, who speaks through the 
columns of the Denver Republican. Mr Bonsal asked 
Brig. Gen. Jacob 'H. Smith to explain the success of his 
campaign in Samar, and the reply was: “General Order 
100. And I enforced it to the letter. Of course I under- 
stand why the insurgents hate me. It is because I have 
knocked them out. If that order had been uniformly en- 
forced throughout Luzon there would not even be the 
ghost of a rebellion to-day. Inhuman? I think not. If 
it Was not too severe for our own people at home during 
the Civil War it is not too severe for these Malays.” 

“The specific charges against Major Waller,” says Mr. 
Bonsal, “were, first, that he treated as enemies, without 
lirst awaiting hostile acts from them, all the natives met 
with im the course of his wonderful march from Lanang 
to Basay across southern Samar. By proclamations 
placarded in every Army post, translated into Visayan 
and circulated everywhere last November, the inhabi- 
tants of the district which Waller traversed as well as 
other districts of Samar were ordered to concentrate in 
certain designated places within fifteen days. All who 
failed to do so were warned that they would be regarded 
as iusurgents and shot on sight. The second accusation 
Was a more serious one. It was charged that after reach- 
ing Basay, the objective of his terrible journey, which, 
according to General Chaffee’s first report, he reached 
delirious with fever and worn to the bone by starvation, 
Waller held an inquiry into the conduct of three or four 

'y one account nine—of this native carriers or carga- 
dores. These men, it should be remembered, had enlisted 
with him as camp-followers for the journey and conse- 
quently they were aS much under the jurisdiction of mil- 
itary law and his supreme command as were any of the 
uiavines.

Mr. Whiting was the inventor of 
many devices and much machinery wherewith our ves- 
sels achieved the distinction of leading the way in the 
high speeds whch have now become a part and parczl 
of the naval policy of all navies throughout the world.

GOVERNOR TAFT DEFENDS THE ARMY. 


Judge William H. Taft. Civil Governor of the Phil- 
ippines, who is a graduate of Yale—class of 1878— 
addressed the student body of the university on the 
evening of April 29. His subject was “The Philip- 
pines and the Philippine Question.” In the course of 
his address, speaking of the charges of cruelty on the 
jairt of the Army, he said: 

That there had been cruelty often used is without 
doubt true, but that it typifies the conduct of the whole 
Army I don’t believe. I feel positive that the American 
Army on the whole is very humane. But war is very 
severe. It is not necessary to comprehend that this war 
Was a guerrilla conflict. 

An army has its weak men and brutal men. These 
Filipinos would often catch the friendly soldiers on 
the outside of the town and kill them and then mutil- 
ate their bodies. It is not strange that young officers 
should resort to every legitimate means to find out 
where the guerrillas buried their guns. Nor is it re- 
markable that they sometimes resorted to the tortures 
used by the Filipinos on the Filipinos. The water cure, 
for instance, was practised by the Spanish on the Fili- 
pinos, although reports of this water cure have justly 
stirred up the American people. There are 110,000 sol- 
diers now in the United States who have seen service 
in the Philippines. It is impossible to call all these to- 
«ther to reply to the criticisms that have been made. 
You are bound to accept the statements of the leaders 
like General MacArthur, who says it was a humane war. 

‘In respect to the General Smith case, I cannot 

eak until the court has made its finding and handed 

to President Roosevelt. The inadequacy of the cable 
messages, of which I am only too con us, makes it 

ipracticable to pass any judgment on the case, but 
we can count on President Roosevelt doing justice in 
he case, 

“Now that the insurrection is over, if any one has

| do think it would be wrong to make these exceptional 
cases the cause of defeat of the party, which I think 
should remain in power. The success of the opposing

F—Asks: Commands in columns of route or marching 
say, from company parades to drill, etc., saluted com- 
manding officers (and those entitled thereto) by being 
brought to the “‘carry,”’ before the adoption of the manual 
now in use. It would seem that the proper way to pay 
honors by commands under such circumstances would be 
to bring the arms to the “port.” Am I correct in this? 
Answer: The marching salute of Infantry troops under 
arms is executed by bringing the men to “Port Arms” 
and if commanded by a commissioned officer he salutes 
by the “present sword,” after passing arms are generally 
brought to the position in which they were before salute 
was rendered. 

F. F.—Column of fours to change direction toward the 
file closers. ‘‘A’’ decides that the front rank of the lead- 
ing set of fours begins to wheel at the command 
“March.” “B” maintains that the leading four should 
advance to where the ‘guide’ began to wheel and then 
wheel as prescribed. Which is right? See Par. 200, Inf. 
D. Answer: The front rank of the leading set of 
fours commences its wheel at the command “March” 
whether the change of direction be from or towards the 
file closers.

CIRCULAR 5, APRIL 29, DEPT. OF EAST. 


Publishes a communication from the War Department 
dated April 25, 1902, in reply to a letter requesting a 
decision on several questions suggested by a study of 
General Orders No. 36, series of 1901. he following 
recommendation made by the Artillery Board was con- 
curred in by the Chief of Artillery and the Lieutenant 
General: 

“With reference to the limits of ranges prescribed for 
target practice at moving targets in drill regulations for 
Coast Artillery, it is recommended that the restriction 
therein made, be amended so as to permit firing at mov- 
ing targets at such ranges as the post commander may 
prescribe, with the approval of the commanding officer 
of the Artillery district, the post commander being held 
responsible for all necessary and usual precautions as 
to safety of the range during firing. 

With reference to the number of rounds to be fired in 
one series in one year, it is recommended that the full 
number of rounds authorized be fired with one kind of 
charge, either practice or service, in any one year; that 
when there is more than one company of Coast Artil- 
lery at a post, half of the companies will fire with prac- 
tice charges and half with service charges; if there be 
an odd number of companies, the greater number will 
fire with service charges; after the firing of this year, 
the kind of powder charge to alternate for each company 
from year to year. In case there be but one company at 
a post, that it fire all of its shots, this year with service 
charges, and alternate hereafter from year to year 
between service and practice charges.’"’

GENERAL SMITH ON TRIAL. 


The court-martial appointed to try Brig. Gen. 
Jacob H. Smith, U.S.A., on charges of conduct prejudicial 
to good order and discipline during his recent campaign 
in the Island of Samar, assembled in Manila on April 25. 
General Smith entered a plea of not guilty. His counsel, 
Col. Charles A. Woodruff, U.S.A., announced to the court 
that General Smith had committed the acts charged 
against him. Colonel Woodruff said that his client had 
issued orders to kill the natives and burn their homes. 
The country was hostile to the Americans, and the general 
did not desire any prisoners. He had issued orders to 
make Samar a howling wilderness. He had ordered that 
all persons capable of bearing arms should be killed. 


The age limit was made 10 because many such bors, had 
borne arms against the American troops. Colonel Wood- 
ruff denied that any orders had been given to refuse 
quarter to those who asked it. 

Lieut. John H. A. Day, U.S.M.C., who was recently 
acquitted of charges of executing inhabitants of .Samar 
without authority, testified to some of the acts adaaltess 
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by General Smith. Capt. David D. Porter, U. .C., 
gave similar testimony. Corporal Pritchard, 9th Inf., 
U.S.A., who took part in the fight at Gandara River, tes- 
tified that he saw boys of 12 years old fighting and 
slashing with bolos. Sergeant Bonicastle of the 9th In- 
fantry, an Apache, testified regarding Capt. F. H. Schoef- 
fel’s fight in Dapdap Province, Samar, against Dios’s 
fanatics. He saw a soldier attacked by two boys under 
15, one armed with a bolo and the other with a dagger. 
Drivate Nickle, of the 9th Infantry, explained the dangers 
and difficulties of service in the Island of Samar. Private 
Naujot, of the 10th Cavalry, told how Americanistas 
(natives friendly to the Americans) were butchered there 
in cold blood. Sergeant Brumly, of the 9th Infantry, a 
survivor of the Balangiga massacre, described that dis- 
aster, including the mutilation of the American dead by 
the Samar natives. 

Major Littleton W. T. Waller, U.S.M.C., whose col- 
umn operated under command of General Smith duri 
the campaign in Samar and who was recently acquit 
of charges of executing inhabitants of the island without 
authority, testified to receiving from General Smith the 
orders to “kill and burn” and render Samar “a howling 
wilderness.” The natives of Samar, said Major Waller, 
were more treacherous and implacable than the tribesmen 
of the Soudan. Without General Smith’s drastic meas- 
ures the war there would not have been ended yet. Gen- 
eral Smith never intended killing women or children. 

Pedro Bella, a boy “mascot” of Co. ©, of the 9th 
U.S. Inf., commanded by Captain Thomas W., Con- 
nell who was massacred by Samar natives at Balan- 
giga, described how Captain Connell when overwhel 
by the natives, he leaped out of a convent window. 
As he landed a 15-year old Filipino boy stabbed and 
killed him. The witness saw several other boys of the 
same age among the natives who took part in the 
massacre, and thought he himself could use a 
against a soldier. 

Captain Waldo E. Ayer, 12th U.S. Inf., eaioient 
general to General Smith, testified that he had had kept 
closely in touch with all the movements, and knew 
General Smith’s plans, purposes, and feeling at 
phase. So far as the people of Samar were » 
he met only one man worthy of respect, who was sincere, 
patriotic, and honorable, and that man was of Tagolog 
ancestry. 

Captain Ralph H. Van Deman, 21st U.S. Inf., who 
had charge of the Military Information Bureau during 
the Samar campaign, described from the records the 
treachery of the natives of Samar. 

Lieut. George H. Shields, Jr., 12th U.S. Inf., 
aide de camp to General Smith, testified that he was 
well acquainted with the signature of Lukban, the in- 
surgent leader in Samar, who was captured on 
22 by Lieut. Alphonse Strebler’s detachment of 
pine Scouts. Lieutenant Shields stated that the 
directing the insurgents to use poiso’ spears it 
the American troops was signed by Lukban. The witness 
added that Lukbon had confessed to him that he was the 
author of the proclamation setting forth ‘that 
warships were bombarding Vigan, and that the 
navy was blockading Manila, which wa® issued to 
age the Filipinos.

Since the outbreak of the 1 war with Spain Colonel Car- 
ter has been collecting data for a revision of his book 
entitled “Horses, Saddles and Bridles.” The principal 
and most interesting addition to the new work relates 
to the transportation of horses by rail and sea, including 
the preparation of transports for the reception of animals. 
A chapter on the horse’s foot and horse-shoeing has been 
added, especially for the instruction of farriers. The 
portions of the book relating to European cavalry have 
been brought up to date, and a large number of illustra- 
tions have been added. The book will not only be valu- 
able to the large number of young officers w ho have re- 
cently entered the Army, but will be very instructive and 
interesting to many of the older ones. It is being pub- 
lished by the Lord Baltimore Press, Friedenwald Com- 
pany, Baltimore, Maryfand, The very handsome histor 
entitled “From Yorktown to Santiago with the Sixt 
Cavalry,” by the same author, was also published by this 
firm. ‘The May number of the North American Review 
publishes a valuable article by Colonel Carter entitled 
“Will America Profit by Recent Military Lessons?” 
which we shall notice more at length another week. 
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MILITARY ATTACHES. 


Within the past five years Great Britain and America 
have been forced into declaring war, and the cost of 
the conflict to each nation will not be less than $500,- 
000,000. In the expenditure of these sums, there has 
been necessary extravagant expenditures in special di- 
rections, and this has been due to the fact that some 
of the military bureaus had failed to note the progress 
of the times and were unprepared for meeting emergen- 
cies. In fact, some departments seem to have an or- 
ganization that was better fitted for the mediaeval ages 
than for the present century of progress. 

Tens if not hundreds of millions of dollars might have 
been saved if the British Government possessed the 
knowledge of South African affairs that should have 
been at the command of the War Office. The expend- 
itures of the United States were also increased un- 
necessarily by our lack of definite information as to the 
condition of affairs in Cuba and the Philippines. Both 
Great Britain and the United States relied too much 
upon information secured from military and naval at- 
tachés, and, if the work of these officials can be judged 
by results; then they are the most useless appendages 
that ever burdened military organization. 

The military attacné is simply a concomitant of the 
epaulet, chapeau, and other furbelows that are worn in 
all military and naval services, and which are imitated 
by members of fraternal organizations whose various titles 
are synonymous with the crusade and other events of 
the early Christian age. In actual service-the frippery 
is dispensed with, although it requires heroic effort at 
times to get rid of this impedimenta. In the Transvaal 
Lord Kitchener has had important movements frustrated 
because individual officers would persist in carrying 
luggage instead of cartridges, shot guns iustead of 
rifles, and kodaks instead of revolvers. It has _ been 
said of a military attaché of one nation that upon 
every official occasion he would bedeck himself with the 
badges of the various fraternal organizations of which 
he was a member and that his cheap gems would have bet- 
ter become him as a commercial traveler for a manufactur- 
ing jeweler than as a representative of a nation of which 
he was an official. One would indeed possess imagina- 
tive powers of wonderful degree to believe that such an 
official could secure information that would possess any 
military value. 

The military and naval attaché is a relic of the day 
when there was no telegraph, when postal facilities were 
limited, and when there were journals and periodicals, 
though -but few enterprising newspapers. It is possible 
that such an official was of use in times past, but now 
he is simply an irritant, and for every good purpose 
that he subserves he causes his superiors annoyance 
and trouble. 

It is not possible for any nation to possess for any 
length of time a secret of military value. If the 
invention is a mechanical appliance, it requires but few 
minutes of observation and inspection upon the part 
of the technical expert to note its essential feature. If 
it is an explosive a chemist will soon determine by 
quantative and qualitative analysis its component parts. 
If it is a small weapon a talkative private will soon 
tell wherein is its superiority. If there exists a weak- 
ness in administrative affairs, the results will be mani- 
fest more quickly to outsiders than to those within, for 
those responsible for mal-administration are generally 
blind to their own faults. No military or naval at- 
taché would presume to ask for military information 
without offering to give some equivalent. His official 
position should prevent him from doing any act which 
should give offense. It may be known to many of 
his superiors how much information such an attaché 
has secured, but who knows outside of the individual 
himself the extent of the confidential information that 
is imparted. Surely the one who has been weak or it 
discreet enough to impart the military secrets will not 
tell of his own imbecility. 

Every language contains a proverb wherein it is said 
that man is a better talker than a listener, and it will 
be found that such is the case with the attachés. They 
give out more news than they secure, and if this were 
not the case they would not be endured at the various 
posts to which they are accredited. Those who are 
beneficiaries of the attachés talk will never tell of his 
indiscretion. The capacity for harm that is within the 
scope of one of these officials can therefore never be 
fully measured. 

It is a matter of common report that one of the first 
requisites of such an officer is the possession of a finan- 
cial income far in excess of his official salary. No one 
has yet dared to say whether this independent income 
is to be expended in extending hospitality which will 
require so much of the attaché’s time that there will 
be very little opportunity for professional work, or ip 
procuring information from minor officials. The ordi- 
nary man’s judgment would nrompt him to believe that 
wealth in such instances would be a disadvantage, for 
the social demands would encroach upon time that 
should be devoted to travel and research. Measured 
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from a fimancial standpoint such military leaders as 
Marlborough, Wellington, Washington and Grant, and 
such naval commanders as Nelson and Farragut would 
make poor attachés. It cannot be disputed that these 
great leaders had powers of observation and reflection, 
and were men of application and judgment, but their 
slender purses were bar sinisters to official preferment 
of the attaché nature. The grenadier duchesses whose 
sway is absolute in the drawing room are often un- 
doubtedly compelled to exercise strategic powers, but 
it is exceedingly doubtful if even these leaders can fur- 
nish information of striking value to the military—naval 
attachés whose personal income is supposed to be the 
golden key which opens the door to professional infor- 
mation that could not be secured elsewhere. 

The military strength and weakness of nations is not 
discovered by attachés. It is found in the financial 
budgets that are issued by those who are responsible for 
the collection of the revenue. It is found in the dis- 
cussions that take place in the Parliament and the Leg- 
islative Assemblies when the Ministry in power are 
called upon to defend their policy and to account for 
failures. It is found in the morale of the citizen him- 
self, for where there is a high standard of duty re- 
quired of the citizen there will be military strength 
when the individual is called upon to perform military 
service. The decline of a nation is more quickly told 
by the habits of the people than the talk of an in- 
dividual. _ - 

There can be very little difference in the methods pur- 
sued by the various attachés. Their work must- neces- 
sarily be of a very perfunctory character, and it is use- 
less to criticise the action of any individual. It is be- 
cause the better judgment of a nation disapproves of 
their presence that suspicion is so easily diverted to 
them, and that unjust acquisitions are ascribed to con- 
duct which would be unnoticed in any other visitor. 

It is to be hoped that before the end of the year all 
our attachés will be recalled, and that they will be de- 
tailed to duty which is more in line with their calling, 
and which will not subject them to suspicion and dis- 
trust. The Army and the Navy are in need of more 
otlicers, and surely active service would be more con- 
genial to one proud of the profession of arms than as- 
sigument to a post where the evil disposed and suspic- 
ious regard him as a diplomatic spy. 





ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The sub-committee of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs has completed its work on the Military Ap- 
propriation bill and will report to the whole committee 
May 5. It is ascertained from members of the sub- 
committee that many important items of new legis- 
lation will be incorporated in the bill. Some of these 
items are taken, according to Senators on the syb-com- 
mittee, from the bill to increase the efficiency of the 
Army prepared at the instance of Secretary Root, 
which is another proof that it is not the intention of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs to report 
that measure. The sub-committee has, it is said, added 
au amendment to the appropriation bill providing that 
disbursing officers detailed from the line of the Army 
shall not be required to give bonds and that officers ap- 
pointed to the Regular Army from the Volunteer Army, 
whose service has been continuous, shall, in the compu- 
tation of leaves of absence after their appointment in 
the Regular Service, be entitled to the leave credits 
which accrued to them as Volunteer officers where such 
leave credits were not availed of during their Volunteer 
Service. A very important amendment to the Army 
bill provides that no enlisted man who has passed the 
examination for promotion shall be commissioned or paid 
as an officer until he shall have taken a course of in- 
struction at some Army college to be prescribed by the 
President. This course will finally’ determine his fit- 
ness for a commission as second lieutenant in the Army. 
To correct a mistake in the Army Reorganization Act of 
1901 an amendment is added to the bill which provides 
that no officer detailed or appointed under the provisions 
of section twenty-six of the Reorganization Act of Feb- 
uary 2, 1901, shall serve under such detail or be given 
ictive pay beyond the date of his retirement. A pro- 
vision will be made in the Senate report on the bill 
to retire Major McNally of the Ordnance Department, 
holding the position of ordnance storekeeper wth the 
rank and pay of a lieutenant-colonel. 

As the bill passed the House it forbade the accumu- 
ition of longevity pay after retirement. It is under- 
stood that the sub-committee has modified this by an 
imendment which reads: “Unless they were retired on 
‘ccount of wounds received on the field of battle.” 
We learn from the sub-committee that the bill will 
provide that the pay proper of all commissioned officers 
ind enlisted men serving beyond the United States 
hall be increased ten per cent for enlisted men and the 
time of such service shall be counted from the date of 
departure from this country to the date of return. It 
is also provided that those enlisted men of the Regular 
Army who served as commissioned officers in the Vol- 
unteer forces in 1898 and 1899 who have served or are 
now serving in the Porto Rican Regiment or in the 
Philippine Scouts, who, upon their muster out, have re- 
turned or may return to the Regular Army, shall have 
their Volunteer service counted in just the same man- 
ner as if the same time had been served as enlisted 
men in the Regular Army, and they are to be given all 
continuous service pay and to count the time so served 
in computing the time necessary to serve to enable them 
to go upon the retired list. 

The Senate Committee will allow the sum of $5,000,- 


000 available for the construction of the necessary 
buildings for the Engineer School at Washington Bar- 
racks. These and a few other amendments of minor im- 
portance have been added, according to a member of 
the sub-committee, to the Military Appropriation bill. 


OIL AS FUEL FOR NAVIES. 

At a recent meeting of the British Institution of 
Naval Architects there was an extended discussion of 
liquid fuels for naval purposes. Sir Fortescue Flannery 
read an elaborate paper claiming that oil was prefer- 
able to coal, its relative value being as three to two. 
Dr. Edgar followed with an address in which he de- 
clared that the use of oil was certainly coming to the 
front, but he was unwilling to accept Sir Fortescue 
Flannery’s figures as decisive. He thought it was 
safer to depend on coal rather than upon oil for the 
best results. Mr. Yarrow expressed the opinion that 
on first class torpedo boats oil as fuel could be em- 
ployed most usefully and economically to supplement 
coal. He did not think that sufficient experience had 
been yet gained to warrant the introduction of oil fuel 
furnaces into large vessels generally; but he considered 
that they, as accessories, might advantageously and 
economically be added to small vessels. 

Admiral Fremantle objected to the use of oil fuel on 
account of the thick volumes of foul smoke which were 
the result of the fuel. He would like to know whether 
the same effects were always to be anticipated. 

Colonel Swan thought that many of the objection- 
able features which were associated with the employ- 
ment of oil fuel, on the Caspian Sea notably, were due 
to the crudeness of the arrangements made for furnaces 
and burners in the Russian steamers. If the relative 
figures as to efficiency, given in the papers, were cor- 
rect, a great result had been obtained. The economy 
of space secured by the reductions in bunker space, &c., 
was of great importance. Herr Gimbal] said that he 
should like to know what the evaporating power of the 
oil fuel was. Sir F. Flannery replied that it was very 
high. Mr. Melville, inspector of machinery, observed 
that only the advantages of the use of oil fuel had been 
put before the meeting. There were grave disadvan- 
tages. One was the destructive effect upon the boilers 
of the entry of water mixed with the oil fuel. He had 
been experimenting for some time with oil fuel, but had 
not obtained such good results as those set forth in the 
paper. The smoke created by the use of oil fuel is very 
dense at most times, and it is difficult to prevent. Great 
space in the furnaces is required for perfect combus- 
tion, and the arrangements to meet this want create 
inconceivable difficulties. 

The renewed interest in the question of liquid fuel 
for naval purposes has taken a far more practical form 
in the United States, than.it has in England. As we 
pointed out in these columns on February 22 of the 
present year, Admiral Melville is about to institute a 
series of comprehensive experiments to ascertain the 
relative value of coal and oil for fuel purposes. Ad- 
miral Melville holds that, inasmuch as petroleum con- 
tains the heat units necessary to produce rapid com- 
bustion, its value as a generator of steam should be 
carefully investigated, and with the advent of the tu- 
bular boiler he believes that it is possible to devise a 
form of furnace capable of yielding better results with 
oil than have ever been obtained. Of one thing we 
may be assured, namely, that Admiral Melville’s tests 
will be so intelligent, so thorough and so free from 
prejudice either for or against liquid fuel, that his ver- 
dict will be accepted as virtually settling the question. 
At intervals ever since 1866 the adaptability of petro- 
leum as fuel for warships has received the serious at- 
tention of the Navy Department. In 1866, in 1879 and 
for three years following, extended tests looking to the 
use of oil were conducted at the New York navy yard 
but the results in all of them were unsatisfactory and 
inconclusive. But with the introduction of new types 
of boilers, and furnaces it is entirely possible that ap- 
pliances may be devised whereby former difficulties can 
be overcome and petroleum successfully used in generat- 
ing steam. 

One of the early experiments with petroleum as fuel 
for naval uses is described in the ARMY AND Navy 
JournaL of June 22, 1867. Eight days before that date 
the U.S.S. Palos, a small gunboat, which had been 
fitted with apparatus for burning oil, left Boston navy 
yard and made a trip of twelve and a half miles to 
sea and return in one hour and fifty-five minutes. In 
forty-eight minutes she ran eleven and a half knots, 
whereas her best record with coal ss fuel was eight 
knots an hour. When using coal the Palos required 
twenty firemen and coal passers, but with oil she 
needed only three men in the fire room. The petroleum 
was supplied from two large iron tanks placed on deck, 
each with a gauge at its side to indicate the volume 
of its contents, and a vent pipe on top to permit the 
escape of vapor. From these tanks the petroleum 
was conducted by half-inch pipes to the boiler fur- 
naces where it dropped into heated retorts of iron 
where it instantly vaporized. This vapor was burned 
under the boilers after being mixed with steam which 
had been decomposed by passing it through pipes partly 
filled with iron filings. To this mixture or vapor- 
ized petroleum and decomposed steam there was also 
added a percentage of oxygen supplied by atmos- 
pheric air forced in by an ordinary air pump. “The 
heat thus generated,” says our report of 1867, “is in- 
tense, and it is a noticeable fact that the combustion 
is so perfect that no smoke is perceptible. A diminu- 
tion of the supply of air or steam at once creates &

seven other Army officers are among the twenty-nine 
illustrations. “Believing,” says Mr. Bangs in his preface, 
“that the incidents of the past four years in so far as 
they have to do with the relations of the United States 
to Cuba form a page in history which reflects high honor 
upon the American people, and noting in some quarters 
a disposition to exalt one branch of the public service 
at the expense of another, it has seemed proper to me 
to present in this form some of the results of my ob- 
servations of the efforts of the United States Army in 
Cuba, in no wise attempting to minimize the value of 
the achievements of the Navy.” This purpose has been 
admirably carried out in a clear and comprehensive state- 
ment of conditions in Cuba before and since the Ameri- 
can occupation, the marvelous improvement noted result- 
ing directly from the efforts of our Army officers, and 
being the direct result of the Army. methods. “To Gen- 
eral Brooke,” says Mr. Bangs, “to General Ludlow, to 
General Wood and to the subordinates of all these offieers, 
the Cuban, as well as the American, owes a deep debt of 
gratitude; the one for lifting him up from the mire 
of despair and ruin, the other for the performance: of 
their functions ‘in such a way as to reflect everlasting 
credit upon American enterprise, energy, good faith, and 
philanthropy. So far as my Cupan experience is con- 
cerned, I have yet to meet the civilian who could do 
better the civil work that our military representatives 
in Cuba have actually accomplished there. As for the 
rising generation, no one can look upon the faces of 
the thousands of youngsters in the schools of Ouba 
without invoking the blessings of a divine Providence 
upon these men of War, who have ouilt up almost in a 
day this wonderful engine of civilization.” The admirable 
administration of the Customs service, the Department 
of Charities and Corrections, the police, the courts, and 
the Denartment of Sanitation are each described in the 
most glowing terms of commendation, and we are told 
that in the Postal Department, which “was the one 
branch of American endeavor that was not under the 
absolute control of the Military Government,” is found 
“the only blot upon the escutcheon of Uncle Sam's»work 
in Cuba.” As part of the record of the Army, this. in. 
teresting work will find acceptance with out readers, and 
it commends itself to all students of Cuban history, 
and to all students of administrative methods in this 
country and abroad.

The Senate on April 30 confirmed the nominations of 
Col. Simon Snyder, 19th Inf., Col. William Auman, 
29th Inf., and Lieut. Col. Charles Bird, deputy quarter- 
master general, to be brigadier generals. All three offi- 
cers are veterans of the Civil War. General Snyder 
entered the service as a 2nd lieutenant of the Sth Inf., 
April 26, 1861, being appointed from Pennsylvania. He 
was brevetted major in 1890 for gallant services in ac- 
tion against Indians at Bear Paw Mountain, Sept. 30, 
1877, and served as a brigadier of Volunteers in the war 
with Spain. General Auman entered the service as a 
private in the 25th Pennsylvania Volunteers, April 18, 
1861, and was mustered out as a captain of the 48th 
Pennsylvania Voluteers in July 1865. He was brev- 
etted captain of Volunteers for gallant and meritorious 
services before Petersburg, Va. He entered the Regular 
establishment of a 2d lieutenant of the 13th Inf., 
May 11, 1866. General Bird entered the service as a 
lieutenant in the Ist Delaware Infantry, May 20, 1861, 
and after the war was mustered out as a colonel of the 
1st U.S. Veteran Infantry, in 1865. He was appointed 
2d lieutenant of the 14th U.S. Infantry, May 11, 1866, 
and went to the Quartermaster’s Department in May. 
1882. For gallant and meritorious services iv the bat- 
tles of Fredericksburg, Spottsylvania, and Petersburg. 
Va., he received the brevets respectively of Ist lieuten- 
ant, captain and major. 

The Outlook for April 19 publishes the excellent ad- 
dress delivered before the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation of the West Point cadets by Col. 8. B. Tillman, 
professor of chemistry, etc. Though a military man 
himself, Colonel Tillman indulges the hope that all war- 
fare will eventually be eliminated from among men, and 
that the profession of the soldier will pass away. In 
this case nothing will be left of West Point but Filirta- 
tion walk, though we think that Colonel Tillman will 
have an opportunity to retire before the era of universal 
peace is inaugurated, and then Professor Totten must 
be allowed time for his battle of Armageddon. So long as 
we do have soldiers we can heartily recommend that they 
be guided by the principle laid down for their instruction 
in this earnest and philosophical presentation of the 
characteristics of the true soldier.

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THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The bill making appropriations for the naval service 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, H. R. 14046, 
was reported to the House by Mr. Foss from the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs on April 28. The amount car- 
ried by the bill is $77,659,386.63, a decrease of $442,- 
404.37 from last year’s bill. The bill was committed to 
the Committee of the Whole House on the State of the 
Union. 

The following table gives a comparative statement of 
the estimates of this year and the amounts embodied in 
this bill; omitting the cents:

The following appropriations have been increased over 
last year: Pay of Navy, $937,915; Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, $243,046.25; Ordnance, $525,551; Equipment, $541,- 
000; Yards and Docks, $90,000; Public Works, Ord- 
nance, $74,100; Medicine and Surgery, $70,000; Sup- 
plies and Accounts, $260,083; Construction and Repair, 
41,225,000; Steam Engineering, $521,000. The follow- 
ing are the reductions: Emergency Fund, $150,000; Naval 
Academy, $2,500,000; Public Works, Yards and Docks, 
$214,935; Increase of Navy, $2,696,990. 

The provisos which appear in the bill, other than the 
routine ones which appear each year, are as follows: 

Under Pay, Miscellaneous, it is provided, “That here- 
after in cases where orders are given to officers of the 
Navy or Marine Corps for travel performed repeatedly 
between two or more places in such vicinity as in the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Navy is appropriate, 
he may direct that actual and necessary expenses only 
allowed.” 

Under Emergency Fund, Navy Department, it is pro- 
vided, “That the accounting officers of the Treasury are 
hereby authorized and directed to allow, in the settlement 
of the accounts of disbursing officers involved, payments 
made under the appropriation ‘Hmergency Fund’ to civil- 
ian employees appointed by the Navy Department for duty 
in and serving at naval stations maintained in the island 
possessions during the fiscal year 1902, and until such 
time as Congress shall make specific appropriation for the 
pay of such employees.” 

Under Public Works—Bureau of Ordnance, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy is “directed to appoint a board of naval 
officers whose duty it shall be to recommend a suitable 
site or sites for one naval magazine on the New England 
coast, between Boston and Portsmouth, suitable for the 
use of the Boston and Portsmouth Navy Yards, and if 
upon private land, to estimate its value and ascertain 
as nearly as practicable the cost for which it can be 
purchased or acquired, and also to estimate the cost of 
necessary buildings, grading and filling in, building roads 
and walks, improvement of water front, necessary 
wharves and cranes, railroad tracks and rolling stock, 
fire and water service, and for general equipment of said 
naval magazine. The board shall make a full and de- 
tailed report to the Secretary of the Navy, who shall 
transmit such report, with his recommendations thereon, 
to the next session of Congress.” 

Under Provisions, Navy, Section 1580 of the Revised 
Statutes is amended to read as follows: 

See. 1580. The Navy ration shall consist of the fol- 
lowing daily allowance of provisions to each person: One 
pound and a quarter salt or smoked meat, with three 
ounces of dried or six ounces of canned fruit, and three 
gills of beans or peas, or twelve ounces of flour; or one 
pound of preserved meat, with three ounces of dried or 
six ounces of canned fruit, and twelve ounces of rice 
or eight ounces of canned vegetables or four ounces of 
desiccated vegetables ; together with one pound of biscuit, 
two ounces of butter, four ounces of sugar, two ounces of 
coffee or cocoa or one-half ounce of tea and one ounce of 
condensed miik or evaporated cream; and a weekly allow- 
ance of one-half pound of macaroni, four ounces of cheese 
four ounces of tomatoes, one-half pint of vinegar, one-half 
pint of pickles, one-half pint of molasses, four ounces of 
salt, one-quarter ounce of pepper, and one-half ounce of 
dry mustard. Five pounds of lard or a suitable substitute 
shall be allowed for every hundred pounds of flour issued 
as bread, and such quantities of yeast as may be neces- 
sary.” 

Section 1581, Revised Statutes, is also amended to read 
as follows: “Sec. 1581. The following substitution for 
the components of the ration may be made when deemed 
necessary by the senior officer present in command: For 
one and one-quarter pounds of salt or smoked meat or 
one pound of preserved meat, one and three-quarters 
pounds of fresh meat; in lieu of the article usually issued 
with salt, smoked, or preserved meat, fresh vegetables of 
equal value; for one pound of biscuit, one and one- 
quarter pounds of soft bread, or eighteen ounces of flour: 
for three gills of beans or peas, twelve ounces of flour 
or rice or eight ounces of canned vegetables, and for 
twelve ounces of flour or rice or eight ounces of canned 
‘vegetables, three gills of beans or peas.” 

It is also provided, “That an extra allowance of one 
ounce of coffee or cocoa, two ounces of sugar, four ounces 
of hard bread or its equivalent, and four ounces of pre- 
served meat or its equivalent shall be allowed to enlisted 
men of the engineer and dynamo force when standinr 
night watches between eight o’clock postmeridian and 
eight o’clock antemeridian under steam.” 

Section 1584, Revised Statutes, and so much of the 
Act of May 3, 1880, “making appropriations for the 
naval service for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1881 
and for other purposes,” as authorizes the Secretary o” 
the Navy to substitute desiccated tomatoes for desiccated 
potatoes, are repealed, and it is provided, “That money 
accruing from the rations of enlisted men commuted for 
the benefit of any mess may be paid on public bills to the 
commissary officer by the pay officer having their ac- 
counts.” : 


Under the Contingent, Naval Academy, it is provided 
“that the Superintendent of the Naval Aaaibens is 
authorized to pay Mr. Walter L. Steward, from the ap- 
propriation ‘Contingent, Naval Academy,’ the sum of 
$40 to reimburse him for damage done to his crops durin; 
a battalion drill of the cadets.” 

Also, “That the appointment of five hundred additiona) 
cadets at the Naval Academy, Annapolis, Maryland, 
under such detailed rules and regulations as the Secretar, 
of the Navy shall prescribe, is hereby authorized, suc! 
appointments to be made as follows: Each Senator and 
each Member and Delegate of the House of Representa 
tives, according to the apportionment fixed by the Act ap- 
proved Jan. 16, 1901, shall nominate one cadet and 4 
sufficient number of alternates, and twenty-four cadets 
shall be appointed at large by the President. Of the 
whole number of additional cadets hereby authorized 125 
shall be appointed annually during the four years next 
succeeding the passage of this Act. During the first year 
there shall be made one appointment upon the nomination 
of each Senator; one-fourth of the appointments alloted 
to the President; and a sufficient number upon the nomi- 
nation of Members and Delegates to make up a total of 
125. During each succeeding year until the total number 
of additional appointments hereby authorized shall have 
been made, the President shall appoint one-fourth of the 
number herein allotted to him, and a sufficient number of 
appointments shall be made upon the nomination of 
Members and Delegates to bring the total to 125 for eac! 
year: Provided, That the Congressional districts fo: 
which appointments shall be made by the said members 
in any one year shall be determined by the Secretar) 
of the Navy: And provided further, That the nomination 
of candidates for appointment as additional cadets a: 
herein authorized shall be made before the first day of 
July of each year; and if the nomination from any Stat: 
or district shall not have been made on that date, the 
Secretary of the Navy shall fill the vacancy by the ap 
pointment of an actual resident o1 the State or district 
as the case may be, in which the vacancy exists, subject 
to the provisions of existing law.” 

Under Provisions, Marine Corps, it is provided, “That 
when it is impracticable or the expense is found greate: 
to supply marines serving on shore duty in the island 
possessions and on foreign stations with the Army ration 
such marines may be allowed the Navy ration or com- 
mutation therefor.” 

The following clauses are included Under Increase of 
the Navy: 

“That for the purpose of further increasing the naval 
establishment of the United States the President is 
hereby authorized to have constructed by contract, except 
as herein otherwise provided, two first class battleships 
carrying the heaviest armor and most powerful ordnance 
for vessels of their class upon a trial displacement of 
about 16,000 tons, and to have the highest practicable 
speed and great radius of action, and to cost when built 
by contract, exclusive of armor and armament, not ex- 
ceeding $4,212,000 each; two first-class armored cruisers 
of about 14,500 tons trial displacement, carrying the 
heaviest armor and most powerful armament for vessels 
of their class, and to have the highest practicable 
speed and great radius of action, and to cost, 
when built by contract, exclusive of armor and armament, 
not exceeding $4,659,000 each: two gunboats of about 
1,000 tons trial displacement, to cost, when built by con- 
tract, exclusive of armament, not exceeding $382,000 each. 

“It is further provided that the Secretary of the Nav. 
may, in his discretion, and so far as may in his judgment 
be practicable, direct that any or all of the vessels herein 
authorized be built in such navy yards as he may desig- 
nate: Provided, That the Secretary of the Navy shall 
build at least one of the battleships or one of the armored 
cruisers herein authorized in such navy yards as he may 
designate. 

“And for the purpose of preparing and equipping suc] 
navy yard or navy yards as may be so designated for the 
construction of such ship or ships the sum of $175,000 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby ap 
propriated for each of the navy yards in which the Sec 
retary of the Navy may direct any such ship or ship 
to be built. 

“The Secretary of the Navy is hereby instructed t 
keep an accurate account of the cost of inspection anc 
construction of such ship or ships, whether built in Gov 
ernment yards or by contract, and report thereon to 
Congress at each session the progress of work and cost 
thereof, including the inspection of all the material goin; 
into the construction of such ship or ships, and upon th« 
completion thereof to report a full and detailed statement 
showing the relative cost of inspection and construction 
in Government yards and by contract.” 

The House Naval Committee in its report says of th« 
provision for a board to recommend a site for a naval 
training station on the Great Lakes: “It is believed 
that the establishment of a naval training station on th 
Lakes will have the effect of drawing into our Navv'a 
great many strong and sturdy young men from the field: 
and farms of the middle West who will make excellent 
seamen.” 

Of the increase of $525,551 in the appropriation fo 
the Bureau of Ordnance, over that of last year, the Com 
mittee says that it is in part due to the $300,000 to b: 
used for target practice, and adds that “the importance 
of target practice can not be overestimated.” 

The next important item in the Bureau of Ordnance 
showing an increase over that of last year is an appropria- 
tion of $175,000 for new and improved batteries for th¢ 
Newark, New Orleans and Albany. The batteries on 
these foreign-built vessels differ from our own, requiring 
special ammunition, and it is a source of great incon- 
venience to keep them supplied. It is believed by th 
Department that they should carry the standard Unite 
States Navy guns. The next new and important item in 
this Bureau is that of $250,000 for the purchase and 
manufacture of reserve guns for the ships of the Navy. 

Under Public Works, Bureau of Yards and Docks, the 
estimates called for $20,781,375, which was reduced by 
the Committee to $6,561,075. Naval station at San 
Juan, P.R., at Olongapo, P.I., housing and storing tor- 
pedo vessels at Boston, New York, Charleston, S.C., Pen- 
sacola and Mare Island, and other items, such as the 
purchase of land at New York, Norfolk, League Island 
and Mare Island, and storehouses to be established at the 
different navy yards, were all considered by the com- 
mittee as matters which might be delayed for further 
consideration without in any way injuring the efficiency 
of the naval service. ' 

As to the provision authorizing the Secretary of the 
Navy to appoint a board of naval officers to recommend 
a site or sites for one naval magazine on the New Eng- 
iand coast and to make report to Congress at its next 
session, it is explained that among the estimates were 
recommendations from the Department for a naval maga- 
zine at Portsmouth approximately to cost $400,000, and 
Boston $500,000; but in view of the fact that these two 
navy yards are within a short distance of each other. 
about 40 miles apart, it is thought that possibly one 
magazine might answer for both. 

“The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation,” the report 
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says, “estimates that to provide for the manning of our 
ships now under coustruction we will need approximately 
14,000 men. Under the appropriation act of last year 
we provided 5,000 of these, who are now under training, 
and in this year’s bill is a further increase of 3,000, 
which is all that will be necessary at the present time.” 

Commenting on the proposed increase in the Navy a 
table is given showing the approximate cost of a bat- 
tleship of 16,000 tons to be $7,532,777; of an armored 
cruiser of 14,500 tons, $6,714,288 and a gunboat of 
1,000 tons, $510,748, and the committee adds that it is 
of the opinion that in recommending its naval program 
it is “making a substantial and healthy increase of our 
Navy, and one which will meet everywhere with popu- 
lar favor.” It is shown that vessels of the new Navy, 
built since 1882 and completed to Dec. 31, 1901, num- 
ber 79, and have cost $124,899,091.89. Of these, 24 are 
torpedo boats and 55 are vessels of other classes. The 
vessels building number 59, and of these 32 are torpedo 
boats and destroyers, leaving 27 vessels of other classes. 
The estimated cost of completing these vessels is (June 
30, 1900), $110,183,118. Therefore the total number of 
vessels of the Navy, built and building, is 138, of which 
56 are torpedo boats and destroyers, and the total cost 
will be $235,082,209.89. 

A statement showing the value of real estate and chat- 
tels and machinery plant at the several navy yards 
and stations on June 30, 1901, shows a total of $71,- 
109,162.21 for real estate and chattels, and $7,559,451.72 
for machinery.

NAVAL OFFICERS JAILED IN VENICE. 


Cable despatches tell an unpleasant but doubtless ex- 
aggerated story of a brawl in Venice on the evening 
of April 25 between the local police and a party of 
U.S. Navy officers, as a result of which four officers 
and a marine were convicted in the municipal courts 
and sentenced to prison, namely, Capt. Robert F. Wynne, 
U.S.M.C., sentenced to four months and ten days, and 
Asst. Surg. Robert E. Ledbetter, Lieut. John S&S. 
Doddridge, Cadet James C. Kress, U.S.N., and Wilfred 
Langley, an enlisted marine, each sentenced to three 
months, all attached to the U.S.S. Chicago. They were 
arrested on charges of disorderly conduct in a café. As 
nearly as can be made out from the published 
report, the officers named were skylarking among 
themselves and were ordered by the police to 
lesist, whereupon a quarrel ensued in which the police- 
men were rudely, not to say roughly, handled. Langley, 
the marine, happened by at this juncture, and, seeing 
his commanding officer in trouble, went to his rescue. 
The despatches state that all five Americans who were 
in solitary confinement were soon pardoned by the 
King. Secretary Long has received the following cable- 
gram from Captain Dayton, of the Chicago, dated 
Venice, April 29, in answer to the Department’s in- 
quiry: “Doddridge, Wynne, Ledbetter, Kress and one 
marine on leave arrested. Principal charge resisting 
police. Serious under Italian law. Sentences, Wynne, 
four months, ten days. Remainder three months each. 
Have not yet their full statement, or a report from 
court, but applied for. Resisung arrest largely due 
to pressing in of crowd and not understanding language. 
Appeal made to Rome. Impossible to explain all cir- 
cumstances by cable. Will make full report.” 

A special despatch from Venice is to the effect that 
the accused officers deny that they resisted the police, 
declaring that they simply treed themselves for self- 
defense against a lot of civilians who were angered 
because they, the officers, had accidentally upset a table 
in the cafe. This statement is a reminder of the “col- 
lapsible table,” a device which is said to be in use in 
many resorts frequented by foreign Navy officers and 
men at Eastern ports. This is a table which, when 
laden with bottles, glasses and the like, collapses at a 
secret pressure or touch from an attendant, dashing its 
burden in fragments on the floor whereupon the pro- 
prietor exacts indemnity for the breakage, and always 
at extortionate rates. It is not likely that any such trick 
would be played in cafes of the character of these found 
in the Piazza San Marco, Venice. In most cases of kin- 
dred character it is the custom of the local authorities 
at foreign ports to turn all arrested persons over to the 
commanders of their ships with the understanding that 
if guilty they shall be punished by naval law for offenses 
committed ov shore. It is quite probable that when 
the full truth is known, it will ve found that the affair 
in Venice has been greatly exaggerated. Meantime it 
must be kept in mind that Captain Wynne and his fellow 
officers have heretofore comported themselves as gentlemen 
in the truest sense of the term and that their side of the 
story is yet to be heard. 
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A FRENCH HISTORY OF SUBMARINES. 

“La Navigation Sous-Marine a Travers les Siecles,” a 
very complete account of submarine navigation, has been 
written by Maurice Delpeuch, Lieutenant de Vaisseau 
of the French Navy, and published by Felix Guven, 
Paris. The volume has many illustrations. It is a his- 
tory of the subject rather than a technical work, and is 
written in interesting style, avoiding a too elaborate 
entry into details of importance only to the engineer. 
The origin of the submarine is found to be more distant 
than is generally believed, for Roger Bacon, who died 
toward .the close of the Thirteenth Century, speaks of 
methods of walking in the sea, and adds that Alexander 
the-Great knew the secret! But it is not found possible 
to give any certain account of attempts at submarine 
navigation earlier than the Sixteenth Century, and it is 
not until] 1624 that an entirely authentic record of such 
an attempt is found, when the Hollander, Van Drebbel, 
made a trial of his inventions in the Thames. With 
Bushnell “the father of submarine navigation,” begins 
the real history of successful submarine work, for he was 
the first to make possible not only submarine navigation 
in the open sea, but an attack against an enemy by such 
means. Yet abroad, at least, his work has been well 
nith forgotten. Fulton’s conclusive attempts with the 
Nautilus, made at Rouen, Havre and Brest, have also 
been overlooked in the greater fame of his steamboat. 

Coming down to our times, Lieutenant Delpeuch’s 
chapter on submarine navigation in the United States 
from 1885 to 1902 will be found of especial interest. 
The first to accomplish really practical work in this line, 
the Americans have not forgotten the lessons of the past, 
and if they have not at present found the ideal sub- 
marine, have not absolutely solved the problem, they 
have come very close to it, says this author. Many fan- 
tastic and many partially or wholly successful designs 
for submarines are noted within recent years in the United 
States, and the Holland and Lake types of submarines 
are described at length. Several illustrations in this 


part of the volume are courteously credited as “com- 
muniqué par ARMY AND Navy Journnat de New York.” 
Of the Holland boat the author says that while he does 
not altogether sustain Admiral Hichborn’s high opinion 
of its merits, yet it is “un batiment tres serieux, bien 
calculé et bien compris, dont des hommes energiques 
pourraient peut-etre tirer un certain parti en temps de 
guerre.” It is well for the French to study it, he adds, 
for it is certainly the most perfect submarine which has 
been constructed abroad in recent years, its adoption 
by the Government giving it added importance. 

In a concluding chapter the author expresses the belief 
that while the problem of submarines has been theoreti- 
cally and practically solved, to make them effective weap- 
ons of war much yet remains to be done. Engines for 
their propulsion is as yet too bulky, and their speed 
is too limited. Apparatus for enabling them ‘to see 
when below the surface requires perfecting. Yet, withal, 
they possess one arm, invisibility, which may make them 
the match for the most formidable vessels of war, and 
such nations as England, whose strength lies in her fleet, 
are ceny seeking some effective antidote to submarine 
attack. 

Lieutenant Delpeuch’s volume is an interesting ad- 
dition to a growing mass of literature in. France on the 
subject of submarines. Among its predecessors are M. 
Maurice Gaget’s “La Navigation Sous-Marine,” an ex- 
cellent technical work; two books bearing the same title 
by MM. Villon and Pesce, and “Les Bateaux Sous-Mar- 
ine,” by MM. Forest and Noalhat. 

In line with the early historical chapters of Lieutenant 
Delpeuch’s volume are two articles on “Old Attempts at 
Under-Water War,” by Major C. Field, R.M.L.L., appear- 
ine “4 the British United Service Magazine of March and

FIGHTING IN COLOMBIA. 


Lieut. Commander Henry McCrea, U.S.N., command- 
ing the U.S.S. Machias, has transmitted to the Navy 
Department a report from Bocas del Toro, Colombia, 
describing the surrender of that port to the rebel forces 
and giving details of his own part in the proceedings. 
On the morning of April 17 heavy firing was heard on 
shore and in accordance with previous arrangements all 
foreign residents were taken on board the Machias. The 
detachment from the Machias on shore was increased. 
The firing continued until 4 P. M., when the Liberal 
leaders came aboard to ask Commander McCrea to 
send an officer to the Government forces with a propo- 
sition for a capitulation. Commander McCrea went in 
person to the headquarters of the Government forces. 
His overtures were rejected, but at his invitation Col- 
onel Guevas of the Government Army was sent with 
him to the Liberal headquarters for a conference. At 
that conference it was agreed that another meeting, to 
consist of four officers from each Army, should be held 
aboard the Machias at 8 P. M., Commander McCrea 





insisting that an armistice should prevail in the mean- 


time. This was agreed to. At the 8 o’clock conference 
the Government officers were convinced of the futility 
of further resistance, being opposed by double their 
number, and agreed to put down their arms and turn 
over all their ammunition and accoutrements to the Lib- 
eral forces. At 9 A. M. on April 18 the city of Bocas 
del Toro was surrendered to the commanding officer 
of the U.S.S. Machias, who then had the flags 
changed at the flagstaff and turned the eity over to the 
Senior military officer of the Liberal forces. The com- 
pany of bluejackets from the Machias who had wit- 
nessed the proceedings then returned to their ship, 
leaving only the marine guard ashore to protect proper- 
ty previously entrusted to the binejackets until such 
time as the new government could guarantee protec- 
tion. Commander McCrea obtained assurances that un- 
der no circumstances should there be any interference 
with the business of American companies doing busi- 
ness at Bocas del Toro, and his report adds that the 
launches and barges of those companies which were 
seized by the Liberals have been returned to their own- 
ers. At a further conference it was agreed that the 
Liberal forces should leave Bocas del Toro within 30 
hours with their arms and munitions of war, leav- 
ing the Government troops free to re-enter. General 
Gomez, commander.of the Government forces expressed 
his gratitude to Commander McCrea for his kindly of- 
fices. 

An important battle was fought on April 27 at Punta 
Opera, near Chiriqui Grande. The battle lasted all 
day. The Government forces, numbering men, un- 
der General Gomez, penetrated seven miles into the in- 
terior and attacked the insurgents, 900 strong, who were 
entrenched. The losses of the insurgents are estimated 
to have been one hundred. The Government lost sixty- 
seven killed and wounded.

EXPLOSION ON A SUBMARINE. 


When the submarine boat Fulton, which sailed from 
New York, April 28, arrived at the Delaware Break- 
water on April 29, an explosion occurred shortly after 
she came to anchor, in a gasoline tank. Of those on 
board, Lieut. Arthur MacArthur, U.S.N., was cut about 
the head by bits of iron, Lieut. Oscar Cohen of the 
Austrian Navy, was hurled violently against an iron 
railing and his back was injured, C. Miner and 
Harry Moore, assistant engineers, had their faces cut by 
iron, and Moore was nearly asphyxiated by gasoline 
fumes, as it was some time before he was rescued. 
Charles Rechtal, a gunner, sustained injuries about the 
head. Capt. Frank T. Cable, with First Mate H. H. 
Morrell and Charles Bergh, was on deck steering the 
boat, and Lieut. C. P. Nelson, U.S.N., was passing up 
through the conning tower to the deck, when the ex- 
plosion threw him clear out on deck and sent the nine 
men inside the boat into a heap. Distress signals were 
set, and in a few minutes boats from the maratime sta- 
tion rowed alongside and transported the injured to the 
hospital at Lewes, wuere at last accounts they’ were do- 
ing well. 

‘he cause of the explosion up to the present, is said 
to be a mystery. The machinery of the boat appears to 
be uninjured, the injuries to the men being caused 
mostly by splinters from the woodwork. 

Lieut. awe on is quoted as saying that he thought 
it possible that the explosion was caused by an accu- 
mulation of air in the tanks of gasoline. In the opinion 
of Mr. Fred H. Verdu, agent of the Holland Torpedo 
Boat Company, the explosion was caused by an accu- 
mulation of sulphuric acid gas with possibly other gases 
that had formed under the airtight flooring that cov- 
ered the battery. The explosion of this gas blew up 
the wooden flooring and wrecked the battery, which 
covers almost the entire bottom of the boat and con- 
sists of sixty cells, weighing 1,000 pounds each. The 
engines and the gasoline tanks were not injured in the 
least. Both Lieutenant MacArthur and Lieutenant Nel-

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A memorandum by the Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy transmitted to Congress shows the followin 
to have been the number of cadets received at the Us 
Naval Academy in each of the past fifteen years, and 
the number and percentage of Roe’ who graduated: 
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Items from the navy yard at Bremerton, Washington, 
April 19 are: The revenue cutter Manning went into 
the dry dock on April 17 to have bilge keels put on and 
will occupy the dock about two weeks. The dock trial 
of the Oregon proved satisfactory in every respect and 
shows excellent workmanship a the force employed in 
the 8S. BE. department. The isconsin will probably 
arrive at the yard about May 10 and go into the dock 
about the 15th for extensive repairs requiring five or six 
weeks to complete. The regular weekly reception was 
given April 15 by the officers of the Nipsic. aval Con- 
structor Zahm, superintending construction at the ship- 
yard of Moran Bros., visited the yard April 18. An 
order has been received at the yard for sails and covers 
for seventeen of the Nebraska's boats. This is the first 
of a large amount of such work that will probably be 
done at this yard. 

An “Index of Official Records of the Union and Con- 
federate Navies in the War of the Rebellion, Series 1. 
Volumes 1-13,” has been issued from the Office of 
Naval War Records by Prof. Edward K. Rawson, super- 
intendent, and Charles W. Stewart, chief clerk. It is 
issued as Office Memoranda No. 9 of the Naval War 
Records. 

The former United States receiving ship Vermont, 
which was condemned and sold some time ‘since for 
$15,658, is to be towed to Eastport, Me., and broken up 
and then burned for the metal in her. 

The submarine torpedo boat Fulton arrived in Brook- 
lyn, New York, April 26, from New Suffolk, L.1., en 
route to Washington under her own power. She will be 
convoyed by the yacht Mindow, of the Holland Torpedo 
Boat Company, and a stop is to be made at Norfolk, Va. 

The torpedo destroyer Truxton, built by the Sparrow's 
Point Company, Baltimore, Md., steamed down to Barren 
Island, Chesapeake Bay, last week and was sent over the 
course several times as a sort of preliminary spin prepara- 
tory to the regulation tests to which the boat must be sub- 
jected later on. Nothing definite as to speed was demon- 
strated, but it is understood that the expectations of the 
contractors were measurably borne out by the experi- 
mental runs, and it is confidently expected that the x- 
ton will join the ranks of the flyers already sent out by 
the Trigg Company. 

The Naval Board on Changes in connection with Con- 
struction and Repair and Ordnance held a meeting in 
Richmond last week for the consideration of such matters 
as have come before the Department in the construction 
of the Dale and the Galveston, and such action was taken 
as was required by the terms of the contract and speci- 
fications. The senior member of this board is Naval 
Constr. John F. Hanscom, U.S.N. The Galveston is 
being pushed rapidly to completion by the Trigg Company. 
and it is anticipated that this vessel will be launched 
during the month of July. 

As soon as the Brooklyn, flagship of Rear Admiral 
Remey, now en route for this country arrives she will 
be at once placed out of commission preparatory to an 
extensive overhauling and repair rendered necessary by the 
long service since leaving the United States for the Asiatic 
Station. 

After a winter of inactivity in the well-known “Mud 
Docks” of Tien-Tsin, China, the U.S.S. Vicksburg has 
reached deep water and has sailed for Nagasaki, where she 
will refit and prepare for the usual summer cam- 
paign of drills and evolutions which nowadays form so 
important a part of the squadron duty abroad. The Vicks- 
burg has gained golden opinions in the East by the ca- 
pacity shown from all sorts of duty for which a man-o’- 
war can be detailed, and Captain is the recipient 
of many congratulations over toe efficiency of his ship 
during the troublous times of last year in the Far East. 

A memorandum transmitted to Congress by Capt. C. 
D. ry U.S.N., Chief Intelligence Office, shows 
that Great Britain has 8 navy yards and naval sta- 
tions at home and 18 abroad; 21 coaling stations in 
Atlantic ports, 22 in the Red Sea, 6 in the Indian Ocean 
and China Seas, 18 in the Pacific and Australia. All the 
navy yards and naval stations mentioned above may 
also be regarded as coaling stations. In addition Eng- 
land has annual contracts giving her the first call, at an 
agreed price, upon coal supplies kept by dealers. France 
has 10 navy yards and naval stations at home and 
13 abroad; 2 coaling stations at home and 14 abroad. 
Germany has 5 navy yards and naval stations at 
home and 4 abroad; 3 coaline stations at home and 
one abroad at Kian Chou, with contracts in 57 perets 
harbors visited by the Navy. Russia has 
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navy yards and naval stations “(also called coaling 
stations) at home and 2 abroad, with a coaling station 
in Korea and another in Kamchatka. 


The new Russian battleship Retvizan, built b me 
Cramps of Philadelphia, left that port on April 
route to Russia. She is under the command of Captain 
Stchenosvitch. 

The Association of Naval Militia 7 “the United 
States have transmitted to Congress a request that 
“the old and time-honored title of ‘midshipman’ be re- 
stored.” 

The U.S.S. Ranger remains on the coast of Lower 
California and her address until further notice will be 
San Diego, Cal. This vessel will probably arrive in San 
Francisco early in June or late in May and will at once ~ 
fit for a summer cruise in northern waters. 

As a result of a new examination given to Gunner 
Charles Morgan, - has been found qualified for pro- 
motion meutally, professionally, physically and morally. 
As we recently stated Gunner Morgan was examined at 
Washington Barracks and found “morally” disquali- 
fied for promotion to the grade of Chief Gunner.

The U.S.S. Brooklyn, Captain Todd, arrived at New 
York from the Asiatic Station on May 1, having left 
Manila March 1. During her absence in the East it is 
estimated she has cruised close on 60,000 miles. Shortly 
after arriving at the Navy Yard ist Class Apprentice 
John Mahoney, on behalf of the crew of the Brooklyn, 
presented Rear Admiral Remey, who was among the re- 
turning officers on board, with a handsome silver loving 
cup, made by Tiffany and inscribed as follows: “Pre- 
sented Rear Admiral George Collier Remey, U.S.N., 
Commander in Chief United States Naval Force on Asi- 
atic Station, April 19, 1900, to March 1, 1902, by the 
crew of the Brooklyn, his flagship, as a mark of esteem 
and a token of their lasting remembrance of his uniformly 
kind and just treatment of the enlisted men of his com- 
mand.” The officers returning on the Brooklyn were: 
Capt. ©. C. Todd, Lieut. Comdr. W. C. Cowles, Lieut. 
Comdr. J. H. Shipley, Lieut. R. R. Belknap, and 
Ensign H. E. Yarnell of Admiral Remey’s personal staff. 
Lieut. Comdr. J. . Barton, Lieut. W. J. Sears, 
Lieut. H. H. Whittlesey, Lieut. E. T. Pollock, -— 
Yates Stirling, Jr., Ensign Gilbert Chase, Ensi 
Woods, Ensign Charles Boone, Ensign E. W. M ctntgre,

T. Constien, Easign M. H. Brown, Ensign D. C. Han. 
rahan, Ensign H. L. Brinser, Surgeon C. T. Hibbet, As- 
sistant Surgeon J. H. Payne, Jr., Passed Assistant Pay- 
master F. W. Hart, and Captain of United States Ma- 
rines P. S. Brown. There was also the usual assortment 
of pets brought by the crew, comprising canaries and 
parrots and two goats—a native goat from the Philip- 
pines and the new mascot of the ship, Billy Boy, Jr. 

Extensive repairs are to be made on the cruisers Bal- 
timore and Newark, and it is said that when they are 
again placed in commission they will be superior in 
battery and steaming radius to any other vessels of their 
type in the Navy. The Newark is being overhauled at 
the Boston Navy Yard. Her twelve -caliber 6-inch 
guns on gravity return carriages will be replaced by new 
6-inch 40-caliber guns on pedestal mounts. The old bat- 
tery of the Baltimore of 6-inch and 8-inch guns will be 
removed and a new battery of twelve 6-inch guns sup- 
plied 

Commander William H. Beehler, U.S.N., Naval At- 
taché to the United States Legation in Berlin, who is 
about to leave that post, has had an _unpleas- 
ant experience with an unduly enterprising landlord. It 
appears that upon learning that the commander was soon 
to leave the city the landlord presented a claim for dam- 
ages to his property which was so extortionate that pay- 
ment was refused, whereupon the landlord invoked the 
law and forbade the commander to remove his belong- 
ings. Commander Beehler, to defeat the extortioner, 
was finally obliged to call at the Foreign Office and as- 
sert his diplomatic privilege in order to avoid what was 
obviously a downright imposition. 

Dr. John W. Ross, U.S.N, director of hospital, Los 
Animas, the yellow fever hospital of the Sanitary De- 
partment at Havana, will be relieved from duty on the 
20th of May next, and will accompany General Wood 
to Washington, along with the other officers not relieved 
by that time. Ross has been on active duty with the 
United States Army in Cuba almost ever since the 
American occupation. The yellow fever work in which 
he has been engaged being completed, Dr. Ross will prop- 
ably return to naval duty. 

Naval Cadet Huntington Johnson, U.S.N., of the U.S. 
S. Wisconsin, has been detached ary duty on board 
that vessel and transferred to the U.S. Naval Hospital 
at Mare Island and from that hospital to an extended 
sick leave on surgeon’s certificate of disability. Cadet 
Johnson's illness is not of a serious type and it is 
understood that he will soon report for duty again. 

Lieut. Frank Lyon, U.S.N.. has been detached from 
duty on board the training ship Monongahela and di- 
rected to report on board the naval transport Solace, 
on May 10, at San Francisco, Cal., for passage to the 
Asiatic Station and on arrival at Manila report to the 
Commander-in-Chief of the station for assignment to 
one of the vessels of that squadron. 

Venice dispatches under date of May 2 state that the 
Chicago has sailed from Venice for Trieste with the 

officers who were arrested by the Venetian police on 
board. In an interview with a representative of the 

Associated Press, the officers warmly repudiated the 
reports from Rome that they were under the influence of 
wine at the time of the trouble, and said that, on the 
contrary, they were absolutely sober. Lieut. John 8. 
Doddridge said: 

“After the accidental upsetting of a table in a café 
by myself and a companion at eleven o’clock at night, 
we were followed and attacked by a mob, and two 
municipal policemen appeared on ‘the scene. I, with 
my open hand, motioned to the crowd to keep off. The 
police then seized us; but the mob continued to be so 
threating that our brother officers and a marine who 
happened ‘to be on the piazza ran to our rescue.

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THD NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., May 2, 1902. 

The ceremonies of the week of graduation of the class 
of 1902 began Monday morning .with the official recep- 
tion to the Board of Visitors. Lieut. F. L. Sawyer 
has been designated by Superintendent Wainwright to 
act as secretary of the board. The board arrived shortly 
after 10 A.M., and were met at the main gate of the 
Academy by the members of the faculty, all in full uni- 
form, and by a salute from a company of marines under 
Capt. L. ©. Lucas. A salute of seventeen guns was also 
fired. Accompanied by the members of the Academic 
Board, the board proceeded to the temporary parade 
grounds, where the battalion of cadets under Lieut. J. H. 
Holden, the infantry drill officer, was drawn up in open 
ranks, battalion front. The members made a thorough in- 
spection of the class rooms, laboratories and work shops 
of the Academy and retired to the room allotted to them 
for a business meeting. : 

The board, organized by the election of Col. Solomon 
Lincoln as president, and Mr. Francis Rawle as vice- 
president, and Mr. W. Butler Duncan, Jr., as reviewing 
officer. 

In the morning of the following day, beginning at 9:00, 
the visitors witnessed “general quarters” on board the 
Terror, and at three o'clock in the afternoon an ex- 
hibition of settings up exercises, fencing and gmynastics 
took place in the gymnasium. ‘'nese, with the dress 
parade in the evening, made up the attractions of the 


day. 

The board completed its preliminary work on Friday 
by the selection of Dr. George T. Winston, of North 
Carolina, to deliver the oration on the occasion of the 
presentation of the diplomas to the cadets on Friday. 

The present board is well qualified to deal with the mat- 
ters before it from the fact that many of its members 
stand at the forefront in the educational matters of the 
country, and furthermore are connected by the strongest 
ties with the American Navy. Senators Gallinger and 
Taliaferro have a keen interest in naval matters, and 
Congressman Dayton, a member of the House Naval Com- 
mittee, has been a particularly active member along 
naval lines. Col. Solomon Lincoln is president of the 
Board of Overseers of Harvard University. Mr. Francis 
Rawle, of Philadelphia, a Harvard graduate, is one of the 
leading authorities of the country on matters of naval 
histery. Mr. L. W. Magruder, of Vicksburg, has a son 
in the U.S. Navy, Lieut. Pickett Magruder, who so dis- 
tinguished himself .n the work of cable cutting off Cien- 
fuegos during the Spanish-American War. George L. 
Winston, LL.D., is a very prominent educator in the 
South. Mr. William Butler Duncan, Jr., is a graduate 
of the Naval Academy class of 1880, and commanded 
the Yankee throughout the Cuban campaign. Eugene 
Zimmerman, of Cincinnati, is the father-in-law of the 
Duke of Manchester. In his youth he ran away to enter 
the Navy during the Civil War and became an officer. 
Mr. Franklin Gault has been most closely and success- 
fully connected with the establishment of colleges and 
public school systems in the West. Altogether it is an 
exceptionally strong board. 

The board were treated on Friday to an exhibition 
of how the naval cadets can officer and man one of ow 
modern steel fighting vessels. Commander Colahan, the 
commandant of cadets, was on board the Terror and over- 
saw the work, but the whole active care and manage- 
ment of the great ship was turned over to the cadets. 
No crew was on board, the cadets occupying every sta- 
tion above, below and aloft, on the deck, at the various 
guns and even in the fire and engine rooms. The drills 
took outside outside of Annapolis harbor on the waters 
of the Chesapeake, and the members of the board and a 
few others follwed n the U.S.S, Standish. 

Besides the working of the ship, the cadets illustrated 
the target practice whereby the officers of the American 
Navy learned the efficient gunnery demonstrated 
in the Spanish-American War. The machine and 
rapid-fire guns were directed at the targets, the 
regulation ammunition being used, and the six-inch guns 
were also fired in the regular manner. Sub-caliber 
practice was demonstrated by means of the ten-inch guns. 

During the week the cadets drilled as a battalion com- 
pany of Infantry and Artillery, and displayed their 
efficiency as machinists in steam tactics, small boats 
under oars and sails, fencing, setting up, and gymnastic 
exercises. A dress parade has been held each afternoon, 
at which the presentation of colors for general excellence 
during the year and medals won in athletic contests 
were made. The graduation ceremonies were held Friday 
morning, when President Roosevelt delivered the dip- 
lomas to the future admirals. The exercises con- 
cluded with the grand ball on Friday night. 

Companies M, Capt. Hugh R. Riley, and G, Capt. P. 
E. Porter, Md. N.G., under command of Major James 
(. Porter, are ordered out as escort to the President. 
The battalion of cadets, St. John’s College, commanded 
by Major Wilson A. Thompson, U.S.A., will be drawn 
up upon the college campus and will present to the Presi- 
dent as he drives past.

The naval cadets sailed Friday afternoon, April 25, the 
annual! divisional races in cutters, cat boats and sailing 
launches. The cadet corp is divided into four divisions, 
and a crew is picked from each of these to man these 
boats. The prettiest race of the three was the cat boat. 
in which the first division boat sailed by Cadet Kenneth 
Whiting, assisted by Cadets Cooke and Selfridge as a 
crew, came in first, with a lead of about 100 yards on the 
thid division boat, which came in second. The second 
division was third. The fourth division boat ran into the 
stake boat and finished the race about half an hour behind 
the others.

Honors were evenly divided here on April 30 in the 
boat races between the Varsity and Freshmen crews of the 
University of Pennsylvania and the naval cadets’ first and 
second crews. The Varsity and Middies’ first crew was 
the first race to be rowed over the two-mile course. The 
start was made at 9:44 A.M., Pennsylvania rowing at 
the rate of 37 strokes to the minute and the Middies 
rowing 35. Pennsylvania began at once to assume the 
lead, and when the half-mile buoy was passed Pennsyl- 
vania was a half boat length ahead and they increased 
their lead at every point over the course. Shortly after 
the first half mile was rowed, when Zane, Penn’s stroke 
oar, caught a crab and the cadets began to pull up on thei) 
opponents, it looked as though they might get the lead.

finish line two and a half length ahead of the Quakers.

PROMOTION IN THE ARTILLERY. 


To the Editor of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The Army List and Directory of March 20, 1902, 
shows four vacancies in the list of captains of Artillery. 
It is said that these vacancies are not to be filled until 
the question of rank of those officers appointed from the 
Volunteer service has been: settled. 

The increase of Artillery was. by the Act of Feb. 2, 
1901, to be made by installments of twenty per cent. 
and this was done. Each officer from the Volunteer ser- 
vice accepted his appointment under the date of one of 
the increments, and having done so should abide by his 
act. While it is true that on Feb. 2, 1901, some few offi- 
cers of Volunteers had a few days, or weeks longer service 
than’ the present thirty-four, senior, Ist lieutenants of 
Artillery, yet by reason of the dates of muster out of the 


teers, and by reason of their service in the Artillery bet- 
ter qualified for promotion than the 
hardly think it was the intention of 
out of service from one to six or eight 
their appointments dated back so as to place them 
men who have had actually longer oomaletionst 
As the line now stands promotion, up to 
onel, is by seniority, according to date of commission. It 
would be a violation of law to promote a man whose date 
of commission in the Artillery was Aug. 1, 1901, over 
another one in the Artillery in the same grade whose 
commission bore date of Feb. 2, 1901. To date 
commission to Feb. 2, 1901, of an officer appointed Aug. 
1, 1901, would be to give him an appointment to an 
office which did not exist, as the vacancies of Feb. 2, 
1901, were filled by regular promotion. The iuterest of 
the Service will be better served by holding to the dates 
of commission as given and accepted. 

ARTILLERY. 
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THE CIVIL WAR VETERANS. 


To the Editor of the Army AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of April 19 you refer to the Senate taking 
up the cause of the old Civil War veterans, as to their 
retirement from active service. No one is more friendly 
to these gallant men than the writer; but in all frank- 


ness, they will certainly make a tremendous mistake if 
they attempt legislation which would keep them in ser- 
vice longer than the 64-year limit, as now established by 
law. The 62-year limit suffices for the Navy; why 
does not the 64-year limit suffice for the Army? 

Many ofthese veterans, when the consolidation took 
place, came into branches of the Service other than 
own, in most cases with advanced rank, and sat upon 
their juniors most unmercifully for a dozen of years or 
more, causing the greatest stagnation in promotion the 
Army has ever known. Now forsooth, because they have 
got their colonelcies, etc., they desire to retain their 
places until too old to move about. This,is not fair to 
the man who marked time for them for years. 

As to their claimed right to teach their juniors, look, 
for example, at Funston, at Leonard Wood, and e- 
pecially at Bell and many others of the same stamp. 
These men do not need to be taught much from th 
elders. Let the deserving old veterans, colonels, lieu- 
tenant colonels, etc., retire as is noW generously proposed, 
with the rank of brigadier generals. 

In all conscience this is enough for them. Do they 
want the earth? 

Why wish to play the “dog in the manger” business 
and keep out of promotion their juniors who have alread 
suffered too much at their hands, and through no fault 


of their own? Let us have fair play.

The Naval 
Brigade is to be equipped with the Krag-Jorgensen in 
place of the Lee rifle. A series of boat races among the 
men of the brigade is being arranged for this yy tae 
summer. The season of small arm practice in the Mary- 
land National Guard will commence on June 1, 
1902, and end November 1 of the same year. No sol- 
dier will be allowed to use the range until he has had 
a course in the. sighting exercises. ooters must 
obtain aggregates of 80 per cent. at 200 and 300 yards, 
and 84 to 82 per cent. at 500 yards; as the sol is 
armed with the rifle or carbine, respectively. There are 
four regular classes and an expert class for those using 
the revolver. Decorations for those qualifying as marks- 
men or sharpshooters will be presented at the close of 
each season. 

General Roe of New York has decided upon an inno- 
vation in the instruction at the State camp this season, 
by ordering Brig.

A British firm of seedsmen are sending, as a corona- 
tion gift, a box of vegetable and flower ge to each of 
the blockhouses erected in South Africa, in all 55,000 
packages. 

The British War Office has received a despatch stating 
that in an e t at Olivier’s Farm, near Fricks- 
burg, on ‘April 20 two British officers and three men 
were killed, three officers and ten men were wounded 
and four men are. missing.

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A REMINISCENCE OF 1812. 

A correspondent sends us an extract 
from the New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser of Sept. 15, 1841, in which, in con- 
nection with a notice of the death of Gen- 
eral Bogardus, this statement is made: 

“During one of the darkest periods of 
that portion of our history (the capture of 
Washington, ete.), Commodore Decatur, 
more remarkable for his romantic and 
truly chivalrous courage than any other 
quality, propesed to General Bogardus and 
others to unite in a flying squadron, and 
with their troops to proceed by forced 
marches to Washington or Baltimore—at 
any rate to some point on our seaboard— 
and there meet and give the enemy battle 
if he would accept the challenge. The 
prudence of our officers alone withheld 
them from acceding to such a gallant but 
rash proposition. General Bogardus was 
relied upon as much as any other officer 
in the consultation that was held, and if 
they could have left their station with 
safety the suggestion of Decatur would 
have been promptly accepted—as it was, 
the proposal was necessarily declined.” 
General Bogardus was a lawyer of dis- 
tinction, a general officer of militia, and 
during the war of 1812 was an officer of 
the Regular Army—Colonel of the 4ist 
Regiment of Infantry.

An airship is now being built to the order 
of the British War Office, to be purchased 
by the Government, it is understood, if 
it proves successful. Describing it in a 
lecture before the Aeronautical Institute 
of London, its constructor, Dr. Barton, 
said that it would be 180 feet in length, 
and would weigh nearly 10,000 lbs. The 
deck would be about 104 feet long, and the 
machine would carry. seven or eight per- 
sons, five being required to work it. The 
machine would be driven by three pairs 
of propellers arranged on the side of the 
car, each pair being worked by a forty- 


to the machine would “be an automatic 
water-balancing apparatus, which would 
keep it always perfectly horizontal, even 
when passengers were walking along the 
deck. The frame-work of the machine 
would be made of tubular steel, and braced 
together by steel wire in tension. He 
estimated that the machine would be able 
to travel at the rate of twenty-five miles 
an hour, and remain in the air for a period 
of forty-eight hours.

It is alleged more- 
over that complaint was made at the 
Navy Department that Captain Bayly 
had violated a Department rule by apply- 
ing to a subordinate official of the naval 
administration for certain information, 
and that the matter was brought to the 
notice of the State Department.
